We, weie four in a light traveltiiig t;al6clie». wbidi stnnif Nor- 
man catUe transpoyted meaHy towacds th«iv native protmoa* 
For a time we quitted Paris, the queen of modem eitiea, wiA 
its tumults and its order; its palaces and its lanes; its el^ 
gance and its filth; itp lestiess inhabi^tn and its stationarx 
politicians; ite theories and its pimcticea; its lichet and Its 
poverty ; its |^ and its sorrowfiil; itn seatiem and ite patriots; 
its young liberals and its old illiherala; its three estates and 
its equality; it^ delicacy of speech, and ito strangth of can* 
duct ; itis government c^ the people md its peq>le of nogev^ 
emment ; its bayonets and its moral &rce ; its science and its 
ignorance; its amusements and its revolution; its resistance 
that goes backward, and its movmnent that stands still ;< its 
miUiners, its philpst^ers,) its <^ra-daiicer% jts poets^ its 
fiddlers, its bankers, apd its coek& Although so long ^i- 
thralled within the barrien^ it was not eas^ to quit Pari^ en* 
tirely without regret^Paris, which every stranger censures 
and every stranger «eeks; which moralisla abhor and imitate ; 
which causes the heads of the old tosl^e, and the hearts of 
the young to beat ;— ^Paris, the centre of sajqacb that ia ex- 
cellent, and of so much tiiat cannot be named ! 

That night we laid our heads on rustic piUow% far from the 
French cajHtal. The succeeding day we snufied the air of the 
sea. Passing through Artois and French Flanders, on the 
fifth morning we entered the new kingdom of Belgiam* by tjhe 
historical and respectable towns of Doi^ and Toumai, and

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Ath. At every stepwe met the flag wfaidi flutters over the 
pavilion of the Thoileries, and recognized the confident air 
and swinging gait of French SbldkM. They had just heen 
employed in propping the crumbling throne of the house of 
Saxe. To us they seemed as much at home as wheif they 
looi^ed tn' the Cluai d'Orsay. 

. There was still abundant e^ndeolce visible at Brussels, of 
the fierce nature of the struggle that had expelled the Dutch. 
Forty-six shells were sticking in the side of a single building 
of no great sise, while ninety-three grape-shot were buried in 
one of its pilasters ! In our own rooms, too, there were fearful 
signs c^ war. The mirn»ns weje in fragments, the walls broken 
by kngrage, tiie wood-work of the beds was pierced by shot, 
and the fimiit»re was marind by rude encounters, fhe trees 
of the park were mutilated in & thousand {daces, and one of 
the little Cupids, that we had left laughing above the principal 
gate three years before, was now maimed and melancholy, 
whilst its companion had altogether taken flight on the wings 
of a caimmi-baH. - T^ou^ dwelling in the very centre of so 
many hostile vestiges, we happily escaped the sight of human 
Mood ; ibr we understood from the bbligmg Swiss who presides 
oVer iiie hotel, tint his cellaTS, at all times in repute, were in 
more than usual request daring the siege. From so much 
proof we were left to infer, that the Belgians had made stout 
battle fi>r their iemanoipatimi, one sign at least that they merited 
to be free. 

Our road lay by Louvain, Thirlemont, Lidge, Aix-larCha- 
pelle, and Juliers, to the Rhine. The former of these towns 
had been the scene of a contest between the hostile armies, 
the preceding week. As the Dutch had been accused of un- 
usufd excesses in their advance, we looked out for the signa 
How many of these marks had been already obliterated, we 
could not wen ascertain ; but those which were still visible 
gave us re^ptm to think that the invaders did not merit all the 
opprolMium they had received. £!ach hour, as life advances^ 
am I made to see how capricioiis and vulgar is the immortality 
conferred by a newspaper! 

ft wooid be injustice to the ancient Bishopric of Lidge to 
pass its beautiful scenery without a^mment The country 
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( nearly every requisite for the milder and more rural 
sort of laodsGape ;«-4Bolatecl and nmnmeraUe fiurm-hooieBf 
herds in the ieMs, Ihring hedges, a waving rarfiu^ and a ver- 
dnre to rival the emerald. By a faapiyy accident, the road rans 
for B^ka on an elevated ridge, enaUing the traveller to enjoy 
theee beauties at his ease; 

At Aiz-la-Chapdle we bathed, visited the relief saw the 
scene of so many cOTonaticms oi emperors of more or less re- 
nown, sat in the chair of Charlemagne, and went enr way. 

The Rhine was an dd acqoaintance. A few years earlier, 
I had stood upon the sands, at Katwyck, and watched its peri- 
odical flow into the North Sea, by means of slnices made in 
the short reign of the good King Louis, and, the same mxnr 
mer, I had bestrode it, a brawling brook, <m die ky ode of St 
Gothard. We bad come now to look at its beauties in its 
moBt beautiful part, and to compare them, so far as native par- 
tiality n^ght permit, with the well-estobiished claims of our 
own Hudson. 

Quit^g Cologne, its exquisite but incomplete cathedral, 
with the crane that has been poised on its unfini^ed towers 
five hundred years, its recollections of Rubems and his rc^l 
patroness, we traveled up the stream so leisurely as to examine 
all that oflfered, and yet so fiist as to avoid the hazard of satiety. 
Here we met Prussian soldiers, inreparing, by mimic sendee, 
for the more serious duties of their calling. Lancers were 
galloj^ng, in bodies, across the open fields ; videttes were post- 
ed, the cocked pistol in hand, at every hay-stack ; while 
couriers rode, under the spur, from point to point, as if the 
great strife. Which is so menacingly preparing, and whi<^ 
socmer or later must come, had actuaUy commenced. As 
Europe is now a camp, these hackneyed sights scarce drew a 
look aside. We were in quest of the interest which nature, in 
her happier humors, bestows. 

There were ruined caostles, by scores; gray fortresses; 
abbeys, some deserted and others yet tenanted ; villages and 
towns; the seven' mountains; difi^ and vineyards. At every 
step we fdt how intimate is the associaticxi between the 
poetry of Nature and that of art ; between the hiH-dde with 
its fidling turret, and thaeioral feeling that lends them interei^

not yet dothed them with the indefinable cokxm (if distenee 
and convention. 

la tiie m«¥^ likely to be created by a flood pf each recel* 
lectionsi'we p«rajN9d onr way aloBgr the southern roai^ of 
this great artery of central Enrope. We wondered at the 
vauBtnees (^ the EheinfeH admired the rare jewel of the rain^ 
ed chnrch at Baccarach, and marvelled at the giddy pree^>ice 
on which a prince of Prussia even now dwells, in the ea^e-^ 
like gvandenr and secunty of the olden time. On reaching 
Mayence, the evenmg of the second day, we deliberately and, 
as we hoped^ impartially compared what had just been seen, 
wi(i tiiat which is so well and so affectionately remembered. 

I had been ErniiHar with the Hudsmi from childhood. The 
great thosough^upe ef all who journey fi^Hn the interior of the 
state towards the sea, necesaty had early made me'acquainted 
with its windings, its prmnontwies, its islands, Its cilies, and 
its village& Even its hidden channels bad been pn^ssionally 
examined, and time was when there did not stand an uajmown . 
seat on its banks, or a hamlet that had not been visited. Here 
then was the force of deep impressioBs to oppose to the in- 
ftuence of objects still visible. 

To me it is quite a^^Murent that the Rhine, while it frequently 
possesses more of any particular i^secies of scenery, within a 
given number <^ miles, than the Hudson, has none of so great 
excellence. It wants the variety, the noble beauty, ami the 
brood, grandeur of the American stream. The latteac, withki 
the distance universally admitted to ocmtain the finest parts 
rfthe Bhine, is both a large and a smaH river; it has its bay% 
iti narrow passages among the mead€#»s, its frowning g&geB^ 
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«ad its roachaft Jwmn l^U n g ftaliaa lakes; wberois the jik# 
that can b^^aaid o( its European competitor, is that i^ thew 
woD^iful pMiliaritie9 are feebly imitated. Ten degrees of a 
lower latitade s(Slj^j richer, tints, brij^ter traoaitioiia of light 
and shadow, and more glorious changes of the atmosf^iare, to 
embellish the beauties of our western clime. In iaiaods, tocv 
the advantage is with the HudsoUf for, while those df the 
Bhine are the most numerous^ those of the former stream are 
bolder, better placed, and, in every natural ^ture, of more 
account 

When the comparison betweei^ these celebrated rivers is ex- 
tended to their Artificial accessories, the result becomes more 
doobtfuL The buildings oi the older towns and villages of 
Europe seem grouped especially for effect, as seen in the dis- 
tant view, though security was in truth the cause, while the 
spacious^ clean^, and cheerful villages of America must coo^ 
moiily be entered, to be appreciated, tn the other hemisi^ere, 
the ipaze of roo&, the church-towers, the irregular fitces of 
wall, and fi^iiently the castle rising to a pinnacle in the reax^ 
give a town ^ appearance of some vast and antiquated pile 
devoted to a single object Perhaps the Ixxroughs of the Rhine 
have less of this picturesque, or landscape e^ct, than the 
vUkges of France and Italy, for the Germans regard space 
more than their neighbors, but still are they less commonplace 
than the sij^ilii^ and thriving little marts that crowd the bor- 
ders of the Hudson. To this advantage must be added that 
which is derived fix)m the countless ruins, and a crowd of 
recoll^tians. Here, the supeninity of the artificial auxiliaries 
of the Rhine ceases, and those of her rival come into the as- 
cendant . In modem abodes, in villas, and even in seatfi^ those 
pf princes alone excepted, the banks of the Hudson have 
scanty an equal in any regirau There are finer and nobler 
edifices on the Br^ta, and in. other Severed spots^ certainly, 
but I know no stream that has so many that please and attract 
the eye. As applied to moving objects, an important feature 
in tliis comparjison, the Hudson has perhaps no rival,' in any 
river ^t can pretend to a picturesque character. In numbers, 
in variety iof rig, in beauty of form, in swiftness and dexterity 
of handling, and in general grace and movement, this extra- 
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dtokoBxy^ puMcgfo 'ranks ftinongst liso Ofst or uiCLwond. 'Iub 
yi^ids ibf tftii fihifNEr sti^ing aiiionf tfi(# todcsft imd ^itests 6f the 
Eii^ktBdflk WbO^iBloc^ Hc^todiMr, aiM bri^ canopied st6ki]fi4»at, 
yac&t, pe^^rua, aacFcwiMi^areiM^n incobklleBS namber8» decl^ 
ing ibntrat^k There k one i»dredoqti<eM point t>fdi£fe^ 
that dhodM M>t be ti^g^ected.

Natnre is fhiitfbl of &ie eflbcts in tivery region, and it is a 
mistake not to ^ijby hDer gifb^ as we mo^ throtigh ISte, on ac- 
count t^some ftncied superiority m tys, or that, quarter of the 
world. We left the Mine; thereforef, wJ«h rc^fret, fcf, in its

** You are right, roein Herr. Dnerckheim, before the French 
revbhrtkm, was a residence (for k> the political capitals ue call* 
ed in (lermahy), and it belonged to the princes of Lehiingen, 
who had t palace on the other side of the city (the place may 
be aboot hdf as hx^ as Hudson, or Scheneetady), which was 
burnt in the war. After the late wars, the stwereign was m^ 
iiaUsS, reciting an indemnity in estates on the other side of 
the Rhine.** 

As thii^ term of midiatuS has no direct synon3rine in English, 
it may be well to explain its signification. Germany, as well 
as roost of Europe, was fbrmerly divided into a conntiess num- 
ber of pet^ sovereignties, based on the principle of feudal 
jpower. As accident, or talent, or alliances, or treachery ad^ 
van^ the interests ^the stronger of tiiese princes, their 
wetdcer neighbors began tb disappear altc^ther, or to take 
new and subordinate staticHn in tiie social scale, lii this man- 
ner has France be^ gradually composed of its original, but 
CQtnparatiYely insignificant kingdom, buttressed, as it now is^ 
lif Brittimy, and Burgundy, and «Navarre, and Dauidiiny, and 
Provence, and Normandy, with many other states ; and, in lik6 
maiin€»r has England been formed of the Heptarchy. The con- 
federative system of Germany has c<mtinued more ot less of 
this feaM organization to our own timea The formation df 
the emiHres of Austria and Prussia has, however, swallowed up 
taady of these principalities, fmd the changes produced by the 
policy of Napol^n gave the death-blow, without distinction, t6 
all in tiie immediate vicmity of the Rhine. Of the latter 
kumber were ^ Princes of Leiningen^ whose possessions were 
originally included in the French republic, then in the empire, 
and have since passed under the sway of the liLing oCBavaria, 
who, as the leg^mate heir of the neighboring Duchy of Deux 
Fonts, hid a nu<^leus of sufficient magnitude in this portion of 
Germany, to induce the congress oi Vienna to add to his do- 
nimims ; their object being to erect a barrier against tiie fiiture

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aggrandizement of France. Ab the diqpoeseflied aoi^ereigns 
are permitted to retain their conventional rank* suppljing 
wives and kuBbandst-at need, to the reigning branches of the 
different princely families, the term mediatise has been aptly 
enou|^ applied to their situation.

stadt to France. It requires a day <^ hard posting lo tjiaverse 
this province in any. direction, from wluqh it would appear 
that its surface is about equal to two-thirds of that of Connect 
Ucut A line of mountains, resembling the smaller spurs of 
the Alleghanies, and which are known by diffi^rent local names, 
but which are, a branch of the Vosges, passes neatly through 
tl^ centre ci the dic^ct, in a north and south course. Th€»e 
mountains cease abruptly on their eastej^n side, leaving be-> 
tween them and the river, a vast level surface, of that descrip- 
tion which is called " flats," ^ " bottom land ^ in America. Tbis 
plain, part of the ancient Paktinate, extends equally on the 
other side of t^ Rhine, terminating as^brupdy on the eastern 
as on the western border. In an air line, the distance between 
Heidelberg-and Duerckheim, which lie opposite ta each other 
on the t^vo lateral extremities of the plain, may a little ex- 
ceed twenty miles, the Rhine running equi-distant fVom both. 
There k ar plau^le theory, which says that the plain of the 
Paktinate t»s formeriy a hike, receivuig the waters of the 
Riiine, and of course discharging them by some inferior outlet, 
until lime, <a,a convulsion of the ear^, lm)ke ditou^h the bar- 
rier 5of the mountains at Bingen, draming off the waters,, and 
leaving the fertile bottom described. Irregular sand-hiUs were 
visible* «ii*.we approached Duerckheim, which may go to con- 
ferm this su^osition^ for the prevalence of northerly winds 
milj^t emily have cast more of these light particles on the 
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«mth-weBtera lima QA tbe qppos^ shxyre. Bjr «^iteg tint the 
fiftstem ftce of the iiiountain0»<M' that next to the plftin, ie suf- 
ficiently broken and irregtikr to bo beatitifii], while it is alw«yt 
#itineti7 mwfjrod aai definitei, enough has been said to enaUe 
na^to proceed with intelligenoe. 

It would aj^ear that one of die passes that has coomiaBlr 
cated, fiom time iaanemorial^ between the Bliine and tiie 
potmtry west of the YoageiB, issues ca ike i^nm dirough the 
gorge near Doerckheim. By fidkwing the windmgs 43i tiie 
vaUeysy the posl-road penetrates, by an easy ascast, to the 
highest ridge, and following the wateiHxmrses that mn inio the 
Moselle, descends nearly as gradually into the Duchy of Deux 
Ponts, on the other side of the cham. The possession oi ^bk 
pttss, ther^re, in the ages vt lawleamess bjoA mlenoe, was, 
in itself, a titte to distmcticm and power; since all who joui^ 
neyed by it, lay in person and qflfects more or less at the meftcy 
of the occupant 

On quitting the town, my little comptoion and myself im- 
mediately entered the gorge. The pass itself was narrow, 
but a valley 906^ qpened to the width of a mile, out of whidi 
isiRied two or three passages, besides that by which we had' 
entered, though only <we of them preserved its chuacter ht 
any distuice. The oapaeity of this valley, <x basin, as it must 
hav^ 1)0^ when the Palatinate w^ a lake, is much curtailed 
by an insulated mountain, whose base, covering a fourth of the 
area, stands in its very centre, and which doubtless was an 
island when the valley was a secluded bay; The summit of 
this moimtain or ishmd-hill is level, of an irregularly oval fi»rm, 
and contams some six or ei^t acres of land. Here stand the 
ruins of limburg, the immediate object of our visit 

The ascent was exceedingly rapid, and of several hundred 
feet; re(Ui^ free-stone appeared everywhere through tlie 
scanty soil, the sun beat powerfully on the rocks; and I wa£l 
beginning to weigh the advantages and disadvantages of pro* 
(feeding, when the tailor aj^oadied, with the zeal of new-bom 
pourage. 

"' Vmci Christian Kinzd V* exclaimed ■' .. , to whom nov- 
elty was always an incentive, and who, in bis young life, had 
eagerly mounted Alp and Apennine, Jura and Cajabrlan hiUj* 



iower, monument, and dome, or whatever ebe served to raise 
him in the air; ** Aliens, — grimpons!" 

We sqrambled up the hill-mde, and, winding among terraces 
cm which the vine and vegetables were growing, soon reached 
the natural platfinm. There was a noUe view from the sum- 
mit, but it would be premature .to describe it here. The whole 
sur&ce of the hill fumidied evidence oi the former extent of 
the Abbey, a wall having encircled the entire place ; but the 
prmcipal edifices ha^ been built, and still remained, near the 
^ longitudinal centre, on the very margin of the eastern preci- 
pice. Enough was standing to prove the ancient magnificence 
of the structure. Unlike most of the ruins which l^order the 
Rhine, the masonry was of a wcnrkmanlike kind, the walls be* 
ing not only massive, but composed <^ the sand-stone just men- 
tioned neatly hewn, fi>r immense strata of the material exist 
in all this region. I traced the chapel, i^I in tolerable preser« 
vation, the refect^y, that never-fiuling solacer of monas^ se- 
clusion, several edifices apparently appropriated to the dormi- 
tories, and some vestiges of the cloisters. There is also a 
giddy tower, of an ecclesiastical form, that sufficiently serves 
to give a dmracter to the ruins. It was closed, to prevent 
idlers from incurring foolish risks by mounting the crazy steps; 
but its having formeiiy been appropriated tp the consecrated 
bells, was^not at all doubtful. There is also a noble arch near, 
with several of its disjointed stones menacing the head of him 
who ventures beneath. 

Turning from the ruin, I cast a look at the surrounding val- 
ley. Nothing could have been softer or more lovely than the 
near view. That swrt of nececsity, which induces us to cherish 
any stinted gift, had led the inhabitants to turn every foot of 
the bottom land to the best account. No Swiss Alp could 
have been more closely diaved than the meadows at my feet, 
and a good deal had been made <^ two or three rivulets that 
meandered among Jhem. The dam ofa rustic mill threw back 
the water into a miniaAire lake, and some zealous admirer of 
Neptune had established a beer-house on its banks, which was 
dignified with the sign of the ** Anchor !" But the jarincipal 
object in the interior or upland view, was the ruins ofa castle, 
that occupied a natural terrace, or rather the projection of a 
B2 
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jrock, Q^fthist the side of one of (he nearest tnotmtains. The 
road passed immediately beaoatli its walls, a i^iiort arrow-fiiglit 
firom the battlements, the position having evidently been chosen 
as the one best adapted to command the ordinary route of the 
traveller. I wanted no explanation Irom the guide to Imow 
that this was the castle of Hartenburg: It was still more 
masuve than the remains of the Abbey, boilt of the same ma- 
terial, {ind seemingly in different centnries; ibr while one part 
was irregular and rude, like most of ^ structures of the 
middle ages, there ware salioit towers filled with embrasures, 
for the use of artillery. One of their guns, well elevated, mi^ 
possibly have thrown its shot on the platform of the Abbey-hiQ, 
But with little danger even to the ruined walls. 

After fitud3rii^ the difforent otjects in this novel and charm- 
ing scene, for an hour, I demanded of the guide some account 
of the Pagan's Wall and of the Devil's Stone. Both were on 
the mountain that lay on the other side of the ambidoua little 
lake, a long mui^et-shot from the Abbey. It was even poesiUe 
to see a potion of the former, fixmi our present stand; and the 
confosed account of the tailor only excited a desire to see more* 
We had not come on this excursion without a fit supply of 
road-books and maps. One of the former was accidental^ in 
my pocket, though so little had we expected anything extraor- 
dinary on this unfrequented road, that as yet it had not been 
opened. On consulting its pages now, I was agreeably disap- 
pointed in finding that Duerckheim and its antiquities had not 
been thought unworthy <tf the traveller's especial attention^ 
The Pagan's Wall was there stated to be the spot in which 
Attila passed the winter before crossing the Rhine, in his cele- 
brated inroad against the capital of the civilized world, though 
its origin was referred takis enemies themselvea In diort, it 
was believed to be the remains of a Roman camp, one of those 
advanced workd <^ the empire, by which the Barbarians were 
held in check, and of which the Hun had casually and pra- 
dontiy availed himself, in his progress s(Ath. The DeviTs Btone 
was described as a natural rock, in the vicinity of the encamjv 
ment, on which tlie Pagans bad offered sacrifices. Of course 
tlie liberated limbs of the guide were put in requisition, to con* 
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dxKt 118^ to a i^ tJist contained cunonties ao worthy of eves 
his exertions. 

As we deieended the momitaui of Limborg, Christian Rinzel 
lighted the way, by relating the oj^moos of the country, oon^ 
ceming the JilacflB we had sees and were abont to see. It 
would appear by this legend, ^at when the pioos Bxmks 
were planning their nxmastery, a conq^act was mi^e with the 
Devil to quarry l^e stones necesnury finr so ^ctensive a work, 
and to tram^ort them up the steep acclivity. The induce- 
ment held forth to the evil spirit, for undertaking a work of 
this nature, was the pretence of erecttrig a tavern, in which, 
doubtless, undue quantities oi Rhenish wine werp to be quaffs 
ed, cheating human reasofi, and leaving the undefended «ottl 
more exposed to the usual assaults of temptation. It would 
seem, by the legends of Ihe Rhine, that the monks often suc- 
ceeded in outwitting the ardi fee in this sort of compact, diough 
perhaps nev^ with more i%nal success than in the bargain in 
questioii. Ckmipletely deceived by the ar^ces of the men of 
God, the &ther of sin lent himself to the prefect wkh so nracb 
zeal, that the Abbey and its appendages were completed in a 
time inerediHy short ; a chrcumstanee that his employers took 
good care to turn to account, after their owafiushion, fay as> 
eribing it to a miraele of purer emanation. By all accounts 
the deception was so well managed, U»t notwkhstanding Ins 
proverbial cumiing, the Devil never knew the true dcsttnation 
of the edifice untU the Abbey-bell actually rang finr prayers. 
Then, indeed, his indignation knew nobounda^ and he proceed^ 
ed iOTthwith to the rock in question, with the fell intent of 
bringii^ k into the air above the c^pel, and, by its &11, of im« 
moisting the monks and their altur together, to his vengeance. 
But the stone was too firmly rooted to be di^ilaced even by the 
Devil ; and he was ^Baily compiled, by the prayers of the 
devotees, who w«re now, after their own ftdiion of fighting, 
&tdjc in the field, to abandon this pcfftion of the country in 
shame and disgrace. The curious are shown certain marln on 
the rock, wfakh go to prove (he vident eflbrtB of^atan, on this 
occasion, and amdi^ othcMrs the prints of his fbrm, left by seat* 
nig himself on the stone, fktigued by useless exertions. The 
more ingenious even trace, in a sort of groo^'e, evidence of the 
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position of his tail, during tte time the baffled spirit was chew* 
in^ the cud of chagria on his hard stool. 

We were at the foot of the second mountain when Chris- 
tiaa Kinx^ ended this explanatkm. 

^^And iuch is your DeorcUieim traditicHi concerning the 
Devil's Stone 1** I remarked, meosoiing the asc^it with the 
iight 

*< I3uch is what is said in the country, m^ Herr," returned 
the tailor ; ''hut there are peq^, hereabouts, who do not be« 
lieveit" 

My little travelling eompanion laughed, and his eyes danced 
nn^lh expectation. 

** Aliens, g^tmpons !" he cried again--r'* Aliens vdar ce Teu^ 
febteinr 

In a suitable time we were in the camp. It lay on an ad- 
vanced spur <^ the mountain, a sort of salient bastion made by 
natiue» and was completely protected on every side, but that 
Qflt which it was joined to the mass, by declivities so stei^ as to 
be even descended with some pam. There was the ruin of a 
eircular wall, half a league in extent, the stones lying in a 
oenlused pHe around the whole exteri(»r, and many vestiges of 
foundations and intersecting walls within. The whole area 
was covered with a young growth of dark and melancholy 
cedars. On the ftce exposed to the adjoining mountain, thore 
had evidently been the additional protection of a ditdi. 

The Teufelstein was a thousand feet from the camp. It is 
a weather-worn rock, that shows its bare head ftom a high 
point in the moie advanced ranges of the hills. I took a seat 
cm its most elevated pinnacle, -and for a moment the pain of 
Um ascent was forgotten. 

The plain of the Pahittnate, for as eye could reach, lay in 
the view. Here and thei^ the Rlune and the Neckar glittered, 
like sheets of silver, among the verdure of the fiekls^ and 
tow^ of city and of tomi, of Manheim, Spires, and Worms, 
of nameless villages, and of Crerman r^idences, were as 
plenty in the scene, as tombs upon the Appian Way. A dozen 
gray mills clung against the sides of the mountains of Baden 
and Darmstadt, while the castle of Heidelberg was visible, in 
ks romantic glen, sombre, courtly, and magnificent^ The land* 
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flc^)ew«0 G^natmf and in ila «itideiRl pHi ■l%h^€MUe; 
H ^wanted the wann glowt the eaprickNis 9«t^^ 
beauty of Italy^ and tiie gnadem of tfa» Swim faUeyi aai 
glaiuens; bot it waa tfaa perfrdioii df fotilitjF and indnitrf, 
embelliflbed fay » ctoM of uaeM olgectiL 

It was caay for one thoa placed» to &aej Irfmiiftlf annwaided 
^80 many eloqiient memoriala of tiie pragiaaa of oifilisatkNif 
of ike infiimitiea and eonatttotioDy of the grawth aad aanbition 
of the httman mind. The rock recalled the age of fhriooa 
Bupenstition and debeaed ignenace— the time idien theeoontiy 
lay in forest, evor which the honter naigad al will, tontending 
with the beaat for the maatery (rf* hia aavage domaiB. Still the 
noble creature hne the image of God, aad occaaionally aoaw 
maater mind pierced the diaden^ catdiing glimpaea of that 
eternal truth whidi pervadee Nature. Thai fidlowed tiie 
Roman, with his god« of pbuaible attribntea, hia ingeniona and 
qieciooa philosophy, hia accumololed and borrowed ait, hia 
concerted and ov^wh^ming action, lua lo¥e of magnificeace, 
80 grand in its ^l^cta, hot so sordid and uiyoBt m its meana, 
and last, the most impressive of all, that beaccm-like ambitioA 
which wrecked his hopes on the sea of its vastnesi, with the 
evidence ci the ftlsily of hilB i^em aa furnished in hia fott. 
The memorial befi»re me showed the means by whidi he gutt- 
ed and lost his power. The Barbarian hpd been taught, in 
the lutter sdiool of ^cperience, to regain his rights^ and in the 
excitement of the moment, it waa notdifficsk to imagine the 
Huns ponrhi^ into ^ caftip, and cakniating their dianpea of 
aoccesB, by the vestiges they found of the ingenuity and re» 
aonrces of their foes. 

The eonfiision of miflly images thai sueeeeded was an apt 
emUem of &e next agt. Out of this obscurity^ afto the ka^ 
and gkHTious reigitof CSiarlemagne, aiese the baronial castler 
with feudal vK^enee and ita ptqgaiy <€ wrongsL Then came 
^ fthbey , on excresceode of that mild and sufl^rmg religion, 
whichnbad i^qpeared on earth, like a ray of the sun, et^Muig 
tlie fiustitkms brilliancy ci a scene from which natural li|^ 
had be(^ excluded fot a substitute of a meretxiciouB and de« 
oeptive quality. Here arose the long and selfish strifo, be- 
tween antagonist principles, that has not yet^ ceas^ Tk^' 
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.■InigglQ Wis M^'i^t^n^i^ power of knowledge aad tteit of 
jpfa^ODoal fime. -33ie foimer, oe^er pore ner perfect, descend- 
.«d to scditeffiige and ifooeit; whUe die latt^ vacillated be- 
tween the dn^ oC-ujUmowtt caiuec^ and tile love of dominar 
tion. Monk and bana eame in odllsioii; tiua som^tly did- 
tmsti^ the Jutfa he professed, aind that tremUing at tite con- 
. eeqitencea of the blow wluehMi 0911 sword had g^ven ; the^uits 
«f twrwaack knowledge in one, and of too little in the other, 
wiiile both were the prey of those inceannt and ilnwearied 
enemies of .the race, the greedy passEona 

A laagh £N)m the <Md drew my attention to the fbfk of the 
rock. He Jtnd Obristian Kinzel had just settled, to their mutual 
satis&ctioii, the preciBe position that had be^ occnjued by the 
Doll's taiL A more suitable emblem of his country than that 
boy, could not have been ^nd on the whole of its w^ rnir&ce. 
As secondary to the predominant English or Saxon stock, the 
Ubod of France, Sweden, and Holland ran, in nearly equal. 
.envrents, in his veins. He had not fiur to seek, to find among 
}ua ancestors the peaoefld compaiiicxi of Penn, the Huguenot^ 
this Cavalier, the I^-esbyterian^ the foBower of Ludierand of 
Calm. Chance had even deepened the resemUance; for, a 
wanderer from in&ncy, he now blended languages in merry 
•comments on his recent discovery. Tiie train of thought that 
his afqiearance si:^gested was natural It embraced the loi^ 
and Jiufsterious concealment of so vasta portion of the earth 
/ as America, fi*om the acquaintance <^ civilized man ; its dls^ 
teov«y and settlement ; the maimer in wkifth viotoice and per* 
secution, civil wars, oppresnonaqd mjustice, had thro^m men 
of all nations upon its shores; the effects of this cdlision of 
cwtoms and opiraens, unenthralled by habits and laws of seliish 
origin ; the religioos ahd civil Hber^ that ibUowed ; the novel 
but ifl^taUe. prindpte^w which itB government was based ; 
the silent i working of its ^nsiple in the two hemisph^es, one 
of whi(^ had alieady inihafed the institutions that the other 
was sthigs^mg fo approaoh, and all the un^iense results that 
w^re dependent on this inscmtabie and grand movement of' 
Providence. I isnoiiv not io^toed but my thbughts mig^t hav» 
approached the sublime, had not Christian Kinzel kiterrupted 
th^m, by pointing out the Jipot where the 0cvil had kicked the 
stone, in his anger. 
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Descaiding from the perch, we took the pith to Deiirck- 
neim. As we cune down the moontahi, the tailorhad many 
pliilo60|^ical remarks to make, that were chiefly elicited by 
the ^lom condition d (me who had much toil and little food. 
In his view of things, labor was too cheapo and wine and po- 
tatoes were too dear. To what depth he might have pos^ 
reflections bottomed on principles so natural, it is impos^le to 
say, had not the boy started some doubts concemin|^ the re- 
puted length oi the Devil's taiL He had visited the Jardin 
des Plantes at Paris, seen the kangaroos in the Zoological 
Garden in Londcm, and^was fiuniHar with the inhabitants of a 
variety of caravans encountered at Rome, Naples, Dresden, 
and other cajntals ; with the bears oi Berne he had actually 
been on the fiuniliar terms of a firiendly vLnting acquaintance. 
Having also some vague ideas of the analogies of things, he 
could not recall any beast so amply provided with such an 
elcmgation <^ the dorsal Ixme, as was to be inferred fix)m 
Christian Einzel's gutter in the Teufelstein. During the dis- 
cussion of this knotty point, we reached the inn. 

The host of the Ox had deceived us in nothing. The viands 
were excellent, and abundant to prodigality. The bottle of old 
DeuTckheiroer might well have passed for Johannisberger, cnr 
for that still more delicious liquor, Steinberger, at London or 
New-York; and the simple and sincere civility with which 
every thing was served, gave a zest to alL 

It would have been selfish to recruit nature, without^ 
thought of the tailor, after so many hours of violent exercise 
in the keen air of the mountains. He too had his cup and his 
viands, and when both were invigorated by these natural 
means, we held a conference, to which the worthy post-master 
was admitted.

The spot was seemingly as retired as tf it had been

Iff those ages in winch moral wrongs were chiefly 
repaired by superstition, and the slaves of the grdsiset 
passions believed they wfere only to *e rebuked by 
signal acts of physical setf-denial, the work! <>mii 
witnessed exam^Jes of men retiring from ite llfetr^ 
ments, to caves and huts, for the ostensible pup- 
poses of penitence and prayer.

Hermitages are still- far from Infre- 
quent in the more southern parts of Europe, thongh 
they are of rare occurrence in Germany ; but pre^ 
viously to the change of religion which occurred M 
the sixteenth century, and consequently near the 
f)eriod of this tole, they were perhaps more oftefi 
tnet with among the descendants m the northern 
•*race, than among the more fervid fancies of the^ 
southern stock of that quarter of the world, ft re 
-a law of nature that the substances wtiieh most 
easily receive impressions, are the least likely to ro^ 
tain them; and possibly there may be requisite a 
•constancy and severity of character to errfure the 
never-ending and mortifying exactions erf" tte an- 
chorite, that were not so easHy found among the 
volatile and happy children of the sun, as amouff 
the sterner of%ring of the regions of cold and 
tempests. 

Whatever may be said of the princif^es of him 
who thus abandoned worldly ease for the love of 
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God, it it quite sure^ that in practice, there were 
present cmd soodiiog rewards in this manner of life, 
that were not without strong attractions to morbid 
iniiMls; esqpecially to those in which the seeds of 
ambition were dormant rather than extinct It was 
rare^ indeed, that a rechise established himself in the 
vicinity of a simple and religioi^s neighborhood, and 
^w were they whq sought absolute solitude without 
Reaping a rich harvest of veneration and moral de- 

Endence an^ng the untrained minds of his admirers, 
this treacherous manner does vanity beset us in 
pur stronff-holds of mental security, and he who 
im aban£>ned the worid, in the hope of leavii^ 
belnnd him thos^ impulses which endangered his 
liopes» finds the eoemv in a new shape, intrenched 
in the very citadel of his defenees. There is little 
merit, ai»l commonly as little safetv, in turning the 
back on any danger, and he has lar less claims to 
the honors of a nero who outlives the contest in 
consequence of means so (][uestionable, than he who 
survives. because he has given a mortal blow to his 
ai^agonist The task assigned to man is to move 
amoi^ his felbws doing good, filling his part in the 
scale of creation, and escaping from none of the 
high 4aties which God has allotted to his being ; and 
^eatiy should he be grateful^ that, while his service 
IS arduous, be is not left without the powerful aid of 
that inteiligonce which controls the harmony of the 
i^iiversiet 

T!b& Anchorite of the Cedars, as the recluse .now 
yiriled by tb^ monk and his accidental companions 
was usually termed by the peasants, and by the 
burgbers of Deurckhdun, had made his appearance 
aboitf six months before the opening of our story, ill 
the Ringmauer. Whence he had come, how long 
h^ in^ded to ^remain, and what had been his pre- 
vj^s career, were facts equally unknown to those 
among whom h§. so suddenly tpok up his abode. 
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Nofte had seen him arrive, tior could atiy say froWi 
■what sources he drew the fe^ articles or housefibH 
furniture which were placed in his hut. They wHd 
left^he camp trntenarited one \treek, on ^returning the 
neMf had found it occupied by a man, who lial af'- 
fanged one of the deserted buildings in a manner 't6 
shelter him firotn the ^orms, and who, by erecting 
a crucifix at his door, had sufficiently annoiinced 
the motive of his retiremcfrit. It was ustraltohaH 
the estabHdhmijnt of a hermit in any particrfar dis- 
trict, as a propitious event; and many wei^ tfie 
hope^ excited, and plans of effecting temporal obr 
jects conc6cted, by the intervpntibn of the prayeri 
of' the stranger, before his presence had been knowii 
a fortnight All within the influence' of Ae name of 
the hermit, excejH Bmich of Lemengen-Harteriburg; 
the burgomasters of Deurckheim, and the monks 
of Limburg, heard of his arrival with satisfkctro^. 
The haughty and wariike baton had imbibed A 
stancRng prejudice against all devotees, from an in- 
herited enmity to the adjoining convent, which Bad 
contested the ^overeignty'or the valley with hi^ 
family for ages ; while the magistrates had a latent 
fealousy of every influence \^ichr custom and the 
laws had not rendered iamiltar. As to the monks, 
the ^cret of tlieir distrust was to be found in that 
principle of human nature^ which causes us to dis- 
likcx being outdone m any merit of which we make 
an especial profession, even though superior godli- 
ness be its object. Until now the Abbot of Limbtirg 
was held la be the judge, in the last resort, 6{ alf In- 
tercessions between earth* and heaven ; and as hia 
supremacy had the support of thtie, he had long en- 
joyed it in that ca^ksS security which lure$ so . 
Btf^v of the prosperous to their dowttfhH. 
Iliese antipathies on the part of the honored' ^ncif 

Sywerftil might, to say the least, have rendered th^* 
fe of theiinchorite very uncomfortable, tf not posi ' 
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lively ua^eearei vmce it not for the neutralizing eflect 
^4b& aQtagonist forces which were set in motion, 
0(ai^n, deepened by 8uperstitton» held its shield 
over Uie humble hut, and month after month glided 
away, a^^ the arrival of the stranger, during which 
he receiyed no other testimonials of the feelings ex- 
cited by'hk presence, than those connected with the 
levi^rence of the bi^lk of the population. An acci- 
dental ooimnunication with Berchthold was ripen- 
ing mtio intif^acyy and, as, will be seen in the course 
of the^ narrative, there w^:^ others to whom his 
counsel, ar hisjuotives, or his prayers, were not 
indiSerent 

l^e latter fact was made suffici^itly apparent to 
those who on account of their mutual dbtrust, now 
pres^ited themselves with less ceremony than usual, 
at the, threshold of the hut The light within came 
fcmi\ a '^Ot which was burning on the rude hearth, 
but it was quite strong enough to sdiow the monk 
and his companions that the anchorit^ was not alone. 
Their footsteps had evidently been heard, and a 
female had time to arise from her knees, and to ar- 
range her mantle in such. a manner as effectually to 
conceal her countenance. The hurried action was 
scarcely completed, when the Benedictine darkened 
the door with his gloomy robes, while Berchthold 
and bis friend stood gazii^over his shoidders, with 
fivelv curiosity mingled with surprise. 
: Ttie form and countenance ^ the anchorite were 
tbose o|^ middle age. His eye had k>st nothing of 
its quickness or intelligence, though his movements 
bad the deliberation and care that long experience 
Wi^insibiy^ interweaves in the habits of those who 
l^ve not lived i» vain.

We fiball merely say, at this point of the nar^

The ascend- 
ing -scale of ri]Iers» including baron, coi^st, land- 
grare, mai|[rave» duke, electcnr, and king, u^ to the 
nominal head of the state, the en^ror himself, with 
the complicated and varied interests, embracing al- 
legiance within allegiance, and duty upon duty, was 
likely in itself to lead to dissension, had the. Imperial 
^Crown beea one of far more defined and positive 
influence than it wa& But, uncertain and indirect 
.in the api^cation of ito means, it was rare that anv 
very serious obstacle to tranqoilUty was r^noved, 
without the eiimployment of positive forced No 
.sooner was the Enfiperor invcdved in a serious strug^ 
£^, than the great princes encteavcH^ to recover 
mat balance which had been \oai by the long 
ascendency oC a particular family, while the minor 
princes seldom saw themselves sunmmifed with ex- 
ternal embarrasffltnent, that internal discord did not 
.come to increase the evU. As a vassal was com* 
jnonly but a rude reflection of his lord's enmities 
and prejudices, the reader wfll have inferred froafi 
the language of the cow-herd, that affairs were not 
on the most amicaUe footing between those near 
neighbors, the Abbot of Limburg and the Goani of 
Hartenburg. The circumstance of their existing so 
near eacll other was, of itself, almos^ a certain 
cause of rivalry ; to which imtural motive of coii- 
tention may be added the unremitted strife between 
the influence of superstition and the dread of the 
sword.

precisely, m the bosoms of those whom Providence 
nas ]^aced in the middle state, between extreme cul- 
tivation and ignorance ; between the fastidious and 
sickly perversion of over-indulgence, and the selfish- 
ness that is the fruit of constant appeals to exertion ;

In introducing another ^character, we claim the 
ready's patience for a moment of dieipession.

Thousands of those who had devoted their lives to 
the administrations of the altar, were quite as 
worthy of the sacred office as it falls to man's lot 
to become ; but thousands had assumed the tonsure, 
the cowl, or the other symbds of ecclesiastical duty, 
merely to ei^y the immunities and facilities the 
character conferred. A long and nearly undisputed 
monopoly of letters, the influence obtain^ by the 
imnatural union between secular and religious 
power, and the dependent condition of the public 
mind, the legitimate consequence of both, induced 
all who aspired to moral pre-eminence, to take this, 
tbe most certain, because the most beaten, of the 
foiths that led to this species of ascendency. It is 
not alone to the reUsion of Christendom, as it ex- 
isted in the time of Luther, that we are to look for 
an example of the baneful consequence of sfuritual 
and temporal authority, as blended in human insti- 
tutions. Christian or Mahommedan, Catholic or 
Protestant, the evil comes in every case from, the 
besetting infirmity which tempts tlie strong to op- 
piess the weak, and the powerful to abuse their 
trusts. Agsiinst this faiUng there seems to be no 
security but an active and certain responsibility. 
So long as the severe morality required of its min- 
isters, by the Christian faith, is uncorrupted by any 
gross admixture of woridly advantage, there is rea- 
son to believe that the altar, at least, will escape 
serious defilement ; but no sooner are these fatal 
enemies admitted to the sanctuary, than a thousand 
spirits, prompted by cupkiity, rush rashly into the 
temple, willing to bear with the outward exactions 
of the faith, in order to seek its present and visible 
rewards.

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However pure may he a social gystem, or a re- 
ligion, \fk the commencement of its power, the pos- 
session of an undisputed ascendency lures all alike 
into excesses fatal to consistency, to justice, and to 
truth. This is a consequence of the independent 
exercise of human volition, that seems nearly in- 
separable from human frailty. We gradually cbrae 
to substitute inclination and interest for right, until 
the moral foundations of the mind are sapped by in- 
dulgence, and what was once regarded with ^e 
aversion that wrong excites in the innocent, gets to 
be not only familiar, but j(»tifiaUe by expediency- 
and use. There is no more certain symptom of tte 
decay of the principles recpisite to maintain even 
our imperfect standard of virtue, than when the piea 
of necessity is urged in vincUcation of any de- 
parture from its mandate, since it is calling in &e 
aid of ingenuity to assist the passions, a coaliticm 
that rarely fails to lay prostrate the feeUe defences 
of a tottering morality. ' 

It is no wonder, then, that the world, at a perkid 
when religious abuses drove even churchmen rekK^ 
tantly to seek relief in insubordination, should ex- 
hibit bold instances of the flagrant excesses we have 
named. Military ambition, venality, love of ease, 
and even love of dissipation, equally sought the 
mantle of religion as cloaks to their several objects 
and if the reckless cavalier was willing to ftesh his 
sword on the body of the infidel, in order that he 
might live in men's estimation as a hero of the 
cross, so did the trifler, the debauchee, and even 
'the wit of the capital, consent to obtain circulation 
bv receiving an impression which gave currency to 
aB coin, whether of purer or of bas6r metal, since 
It bore the outward stamp of the Church of God* 

"Reformers, or rather revilers, for that is the 
t^rm they most merit," returned the Abb^ alluded 
to in the last speech of Albrecht of Verderbach, " I 
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coi^n without remorse to the deviL As for this 
pledge of our brave Knight of Saint John, noble 
Ck>unt Emich, so far as I ana concerned, it shall be 
redeemed : for I am certain the cellars of Heidel- 
berg can resist a heavier inroad than any that is 
Hkety to invade them by such means* Alt I am 
late from my chamber, and I had hoped, ere this, to 
have seen our brethren of Limburg ! I hope no un- 
necessary misunderstanding is likely to deprive us 
of the satisfaction of their presence.

It wair a rule of the Benedictines to practise hos- 
pitality. The conv«it door was never closed 
against the wayfarer, and he who apmlied for 
sfelter and food was obtain of obtaining boA, ad- 
ministered more or less in a manner suited to the 
i^licant's ordinary habits. The practice of a vir- 
tue so costly was a sufficient pretence for accumu- 
kiting riches, and he who travels at this day in 
Europe will find ample proofs that the means of 
carrying into effect Uiis law of the order were 
^iniantly suppKed. Abbeys of this particular 
class of monks are still of frequent occurreifce in the 
forest Cantons of SwitzerlajKi, Oennany, and in 
most of the other Catholic states. But the gradual 
and healthful transfer of political power from cler- 
ical to laical hands, has k>ng since shorn them of 
their temporal lustre. .Many of these abbots were 



ibrmedy priaqe« of tbe en^re, and sev^scal of tt)e 
€M»aimiiniti6s exercised sovereign sway over terrUo- 
riea that have siooa taken to thems^ves the cfaarae- 
ter of uklependeirt states. 

White the spiritoal charge and the mortifications 
believ^ to characterize a brotherhood of Benedic- 
tines, .were more esqpeciaBy left to a subordinate 
monk termed the ipnotf the abbot, or head of the 
establishment, was eiqpected to pregkle not. only 
. over the temfyoralities, but at tbe }M>ard. This fre- 
quent commuhicaticm wiidi tbe vidga^ interests of 
Ufe, and tbe constant indulgence in its grostser grati- 
fications, were hui m adapted to the encours^ement 
of the monastic virtues. We have already remarked 
diat the intimate connexion between the interests of 
life and those of the church is destructive of apos- 
^ tolical character. This blending of God with Mana- 
-mcmi this device of converting the revealed ordi- 
nances of the Master of the Universe jnto a species 
of buttress to uphold temporal sway, though habit 
has so long renaered it familiar to the inlmbitaiils 
•of the other hemist^ere, and even to a large portion 
g[ those who dwell in this, is, m our Americmi eyes, 
only a little removed from Uai^emy ; but the tri- 
^umphs of the press, and the. changes made by the 
'Steady advances of public opii^on, have loi^ since 
done away with a multitude of still more equivocal 
usages, that were as familiar to those who existed 
three centuries ago, as our own customs to us at 
this hour. Wh^ prelates were se«a in armor, 
leading their battalions to slaughter, it is not to be 
suf^posed that the other dignitaries of this privileged 
class, would be mc^-e temler of appearances than 
was exacted by the opinions of the age. 

Wilhelm of v enloo, knowa since his elevation as 
BoniDetcius of Limburg^ was not possessed of all 
that temporal authority, however, whiph tempted ao 
many of his peers to sin. Still he was the bead of 
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% rbh» pow^ult tod reepected Ibrotherfaoodl, tfml 
had many allodial rights in lands beyond the obfa^ 
walk, and.which was^ not withoi:^ its claims to the 
feall^ of sundry dependants. Of vigorous mind 
mid body> this dignified cinirclmian comntiuided 
much influ^ce by means of a sjpeeies of cMaraeter 
that often crosses us in lifev a sturdy independmce 
of thought and action that inqx^sed on the credulous 
and timid, and which sometimes catned the bold 
and intelligent to hesitate. . His j'eputation was ftr 
^"eater for learning than for jpiely, and his besetting 
m was well known to be a' msposition to eneouftter 
the ^ock between the po^wers of mind and mattet, 
as both were liable to^ affected l^ deqp potatic^B 
and gross feedii^-r^a sort of deff^ueracy to which 
all are peculiarly lidblid, who pkce an umiataral 
dbetk on the ordmai^ and healthful propensities of 
nature — just as one sense is known to grow b 
ftcuteness as if isC deprived of a .fellow; T& abbot 
k)Qsened his robe, andithiQeW his oowl 43t31 farther 
from his neck, wbole Emtich pledeed Inm in Rhenish, 
€up after ctqp; and by the lime Uie meats were re- '^ 
moved, and the powers of'dige^ion, or we miglit 
bettear say rf retention, wouM eidtore no more^lils 
heavy .che^s became flushed, ' his ' bright, defejAy- 
seated, and searchin^.gray, eyes flailed with a spe- 
des of feroci^s deli^t^ andi his lip freqtieiltly ipiv^ 
ered, as ibe clay gave eloquent ^evidence of its en- 
joymeni SiB his voice, thou^ it had lost its re- 
jbofted jai^d sc^hooled tones, Was firm; deep, and au- 
dioritative, aeict ever ^nfd aiKm be threw ioto his 
discourse some severe and pointed sarcasm^ bitingly

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Sondiy of the more substantial citizens of Deurck- 
heim hastened to the reception of this Kttle party, 
for it was Heinrith Frey, with Meta, her mother, 
and Use, that came unexpectedly to the mass of 
Limburg* The affluent and flourishing citizen was 
inhered to the part of the church or chapel, where 
especial chairs were reserved for such casual visits 
of the neighboring functionaries, or for any noble 
that devotion, or accident, might lead' to worship at 
the abbey's ahlirs. 

Heinrich Frey was a stout, hale, obstinate,-Bturdy 
kirgher, in whom prosperity had a little co<ried be- 
nevolence, but who, had he escaped the allurements 
of office and the recollection of his own success, 
fi^^t have passed through life, as one that was 
wanting in neither modesty nor humanity* He was, 
in short, on a diminished scale, one of those ex- 
amples of desertion from the ranks of mankind to 
the corps d'^lite of the lucky, that we constantly 
witness among the worldly and fortunate. While a 
voutb, he had been sufficiently considerate for the 
Jburthens and difficulties of the unhappy; but a mar- 
riage with a small heiress, and snbsequait successes, 
had gradually brought him to' a view of things, that 
was more in unison with hii3 own particular inter- 
ests, than it was either philosoi^ical or chri8tian4ike. 
He was a firm believer in that dictum which says 
none but the wealthy have sufficient interest in so- 
ciety to bemtrusted with its control, though his own 
iiatinct might have d^ected the sophistry, skice he 
was daily vacillating between opposing principles, 
jtttt as wey happened to aflfect his own particular 
concerns, ifeinrich Frey gave freely to the men- 
dkant, and to the industrious; but when it came to 
be a question of any serious melioraticm of tlie lot 
of either, he shook his head, in a manner to imply 
a mysterious political economy, and uttered shrewd 
remarks on the bases of society, and of things as

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they were estaUisted. In short, be lived in an dge 
when Germany, and indeed all Christendom, was 
mach agitated by a question tba^was Mkdy to qd^ 
settle not only the rdigion of the day, but diten 
other vested interests ; and he mi^t have been isemb' 
ed the chief of the conservative party, in bis ows 
particular circle. These qualities, umted to his known 
wealthy a reputation for hiffh probity, which wu 
founded on tne belief that Ee was fu!^ able to r^ 
pair any pecuniary wrong he might haipi^ to com» 
mit; a sturdy maintenance of his. own- opinions, 
that passed with the multitude for the consistent 
of rectitude ; and a perfect feadessness in deeidtng 
aeainst sdl those who had not the means of disputing 
ins decrees, had procured for him the honor or bong 
the first Burgomaster of Deurckheim. 

Were tiie countenance a certain index of the 
qualities of the* mind, a physiognomist nught have 
been at a loss to discover the motives whidi had ii>> 
duced Ulrioka Hailtzinser, not only the fitknest but 
the wealthtest maideq of the town, to unite hersdf 
■in marriage with the man we have just delineated. 
A mMf m^ancholy, Uue eye, that retained its ketife 
in de^te of forty years, a better oudine itf feattlies 
than is common to the region in which she dwek, 
and a symmetry of arm and bust that, on the othnr 
hand, are rather peculiar to the natives of Germany, 
sUll famished sufiic^nt evidence of the beaiity for 
which she must have been distii^uished in eaily 
We. In addition to these dimous and more vulgar 
, attractions, the matrcmly partner of Heinrich hid 
an eiqpression of feminine delicacy wad ii^lKgeiioe, 
of elevated views, and even of mystiurious aspira- 
tioBS, which rendered her a woman tlmt a nice ob- 
server of nature n^ht have k>ved to study — wbA 
have ^udied to love. 

In perscmal appearance, Meta was a copy of bar 
jmother,. engrafted on the more ruddy heakh and less 
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mbstiapted babits of the father. Her charactm' wfll 
be sufficiently developed as we proceed iii the tale/ 
We coihmit Ilse to the reader's imagination, winch 
willTeadily conceive the sort of attendant that has 
been introduced 

T^he Herr Heinrich did not talte possession of bis 
customary post before the high altar, widiout caus- 
ing the stir and excitement amcHig the stmido peas- 
ants of the Jaegerthal, and the truant Deurclheimers 
who were pres^it, that became his conditkm in life. 
But ev^i city importance cannot predominate for 
ever in the house of God, and the bustte gradually 
mibading, expectatioU began to take precedency of 
civic rank. 

The AUbey of Limbur^ stood high among the 
religious communities of the Rhine, K>r its internal 
decorations, its wealth, and its hospitality. The 
chapel was justly deemed a rare specimen of mo- 
nastic taste, nor was it wanting in most of those or- 
nam^ts cmd decorations, that render the superior 
buildii^s, devoted to tiie service of the Church of 
Rome, so imposing to the senses, and so pleasing to 
the admirers of ^emn efSdct The building was 
vast, and, as prevailed throughout that region and 
in the century of which we write, sombre. It had 
numerous altars, rich in marbles and pictures, each 
celebrated in the Palatinate for the kind mediation 
of the particukr saint to virhom_it was dedicated, 
and each loaded with the votive offerings <>f th^ 
8iq>pliaiit, or of the grateful. The walls and the 
iMive were painted €d fresco, not indeed witb the 
pencil of Raphael, or *Buonorotti, but creditaHy, 
add in a manner to heighten the beauty of the place. 
The choir was carved m high relief, after a fashion 
much esteetaned, and that was admirably executed in 
the middle states of Europe, no less than in Italy, 
and wIk^ flocks of cherubs were seen poising on 
Ihe wing aroimd the organ, the altar, and the tombs. 
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The latter were numerous, and indicated, by their 
magnificence, that the bodies of those who had eo- 

i'loyed the world'sx advantages, slept within the hat 
owed precincts. 

At length a door, communicating with the clois- 
ters, opened, and the mpnks appeared, walking in 
procession. At their head came the Abbot, wearing 
his mitre, and adorned with the gorgeous robes oi 
his ecclesiastical office. Two priests, decorated 
for the duties of the altar, followed, and then sue- 
ceeded the professed and the assistants, in pairs. 
The whole procession swept through the aisles,, in 
stately silence ; and, after making me tour of most 
of the church, paying homage and ofiering prayers 
Sif, several of the most honored altars, it passed into 
the choir. Father Bonifacius was seated on his 
episcopal throne, and the rest of the brotherhood 
occupied the glossy stalls reserved for such occa* 
sions. During the march of the monks, the organ 
breathed a low accompaniment, and, as they be* 
came stationary, its last strain died in the vaidted 

^ roof. At this moment the clattering of horses' hoofs 
was audible without, causing the startled and 
uneasy priests to suspend the mass. The rattUns 

* of steel came next, and then the heavy tread o? 
armed heels was heard on the pavement of the 
church itself, ' 

Emich of Hartenburg came up the principal aisle, 
with the steadv front of one confident of his power, 
and claimipe deferenca He was accompamed i^ 
his ^sts, the Kmght of Rhodes and Monsieur La- 
toucne, while young Berchthold Hintermaycr kept 
at his elbow, like one accustomed to be in ckNib ajt^ 
tendance. A small train of unarmed d^)endantd 
brcHight up the rear. There was a seat ot honor, 
in the schoir itself, and near the master akar, to 
which it was usual to admit prince and nobles <^ 
high consideration* Passing tlurough the crowd. 
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that had collected at the railing of the choir, the 
Count inclined towards one of the lateral aisles, and 
^was soon face to face with the Abbot. TTie latter 
«ro8e, and slightly recognized the presence of his 
guest, while the whole brotherhood imitated his ex- 
ntDple, though with greater respect; for, as we 
have said, it was usual to pay this homage to 
-worldly rank, even in the temple. Emich seated 
himself, with a scowl on his visage, while his two 
noble associates found seats of honor near. Berch- 
thdd stood at hand. 

An inexperienced eye could have detected no 
outward signs of his recent defeat, in the exterior 
of WiDielm of Venloo. His muscles had already 
regained their tone, and his entire countenance its 
usual expression of severe authority, a quality for 
which it was more remarkable than for any lines 
of mortification or of thought He glanced at the 
victor, and then, by a secret sign, communicated 
with a lay brother. At this moment the mass com- 
menced. 

Of an the nations of Christendom, this, compared 
with its numbers, is the least connected with the 
Qunrch of Borne. The peculiar religious origin of 
the people, their habits of examination and mental 
kid€7)endence, and their prejudices (for the Protcst- 
Imt is no more free from this failing than the Catho-, 
Be,) are likely to keep them. long separated from 
luiy policy, whether of church or state, that exacts 
faith without investigation, or obedience without the 
right to remonstrate. An opinion is sedulously dis- 
seminated in the other hemisphere, that busy agents 
are rapidly working changes in this respect, and a 
poweriid party is anxiously jgaticipating great eccle- 
siastical and political results from the return of the 
American nation to the opinions of their ancestors 
cf the middle ages. Were the fact so, it would 
give us little concern, for we do not believe sal- 
N2 
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yation to^be the peculiar pravincc of sects; but, had 
we any apprehensions of the consequences of sock 
a conversion, they would not be excited by the acci- 
dental accumulations of emigrants in town% or oa 
the public works in which the country is so actively 
engaged. We believe that where one native Pro- 
testant becomes a Catholic in America, ten amigrafift 
Catholics drop quietly into the ranks of (be jmvail- 
ing sects ; and, without at all agitating the point ^ 
which is the gainer or the loter by we change, we 
shall proceed to describe the manner of the nuus, 
as a ceremony, that ninety-nine in a hundred of ouor 
readers have never had, nor probably ever wifi 
have, an opportunity of witnessing* 

Th^e is no appeal to the feelings of man, which 
has given rise to opinions so decidedly at vari- 
ance as those which are entertained. of. the Roman 
ritual. To one description of Christians, these^cere- 
monics appear to be vain mummeries, invented to 
delude, and practised for unjustifiable ends ; while, 
to another, they contain all that is subliti]^ and io^ 
posing in human wor^ip. As . is^ usui^ in ipost 
cases of extreme opinions, the truth would seem to 
lie betvveen the twp. The most zealous Catbc^c 
errs when he would maintain the in&lUbility of all 
wIk) minister at the altar, or when he overlocAs the 
slovenly and irreverent manner in which the nnoat 
holy offices are so frequently performed ; an4, 
surely, the Protestant who quits the temple, in which 
justice has been done to the formula of this church, 
without perceiving that there is deep and suUime 
devotion in its rites, has steeled his feelii^ against 
the admission of every sentiment in favor of a sect 
that he is willing to proscribe* We belong to 
neither class, and shall, therefore, endeavor to re- 
present things as they have been seen, not .disguising 
or affecting a single emotion because our fathers 
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Happened to take refuge in this western .world, U> 
set up altars of a different shade of faitb. 

The interior of the Abbey-church of Limbtu-gt at 
has just been stated^ was reiiowned in Germany for 
its magnificence. Its vaulted roof was sufported 
by many massive pillars, and ornamented with 
scriptioral stories, by the best pencils of that regioQ. 
The grand ahar was of marble, richly embeIGshe4 
with agate, containing as usual a laboredTepresent- 
' ation of the blessed Sforv and her deified child. A 
railing of exquisite workmanship and richly giMed, 
excluded profane feet from this sanctified spot, 
which, in addition to its fixtures, was now glittering 
with vessejs of gold and precious stones, bein^ dec- 
orated for the approaching mass. The ofifciating 
Eriests wore vestments stiflfened with golden cm- 
roiderv, while the inferior attendants were as 
usual clad in white, and bound with scarfs of purple. 
Upon this scene of gorgeous and elaborate splea* 
dor, in which the noble architecture united with the 
minute preparations of the service, to lead the spirit 
to lofty contemplations, the chant of the monks, and 
the tones of the organ, broke in a deep and startling 
appeal to the souL Lives dedicated, to the prac-> 
tices of their community, had drilled the brother- 
hood into perfection, and scarce a note issued 
among the vaults that was not attuned to the de- 
sired effect Trombones, serpents, and viols, lent 
their aid to increase the solemn melody of powerful 
masculine voices, which were so blended with the 
>vind instrument as to comprise but one deep, grand, 
and grave sound of praise. Count Emicn turned 
on his seat, clenching the handle of his sword, as if 
the clamor of the trumpet were in his ears : then 
his unquiet glance met that of the Abbot, and his 
chin fell upon a hand. As the service proceeded, 
the zeal of the brotherhood seemeil to increase, and, 
as it was afterwards remarked^ on no occasion had 
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fhe mass of Limburg, at all times knotvn for its 
power in music, been so remarkable for its strong 
dnd stirring influence. Voice roUed above voice, 
ih a manner that must be heard- to be understood, 
and there were moments wHen the tones of the in- 
struments, full and united as th^ were, aroeared 
drowned in the blendmg of a hundred human 
aspirations. Prom Ae deepest of one of these sol- 
emn peals there arose a strain, at whose first tone 
aU other music was huidied* It was a single human 
voice, of that admixture of the male and female 
tones which seems nearest allied to the supernatu- 
ral, being in truth, a contr'alto of great compass, 
roundness, and sweetness. Count Emich started, 
for, when these heavenly strains broke upon his 
ear, they seemed to float in the vadt above the 
Choir ; nor coidd he, as the singer was coiicealed, 
assure himself of the ddusion, while the solo lasted. 
He dropped his sword, and sa^ed about him, for 
the first time that morning, with an expression of 
human charity. The lips of jroung Berch^old 

Karted in admiration, and as he just then met the 
luc eye of Meta, there w^s an exchange of genfle 
feeling in that quiet and secret glance. In the 
mean time, the chant proceeded. The single un- 
earthly voice that had so stirred the spirits of the 
listeners ceased, and a full chorus of the choii 
concluded the hymn. 

The Count of Leiningen drew a breath so heavy, 
that it was audible to Bonifacius. "Kie latter sirf- 
fered his countenance to imbend, and, as in the case 
of the youthful pair, the OT>irit of concord appeared 
to soothe the tempers ot these fierce rivals. Rjt 
here commenced the ritual of the mass. The rapid 
Utterance of the officiating priest, gesticulations 
which lost their significance by being blended and 
indistinct, and prayers in a tongue that defeated 
Iheir object, by involving instead of rendering tho 
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medUim of tho^t noble wad clear^ iwilod to wesk^ 
eq the e&ct produced by the music* Wonibip lost 
lis character of insfuration, by assumii^ that of 
business, neither attracting the imagination, influ- 
encing the feelings, nor yet sufficimitly convincing 
the reason. Abandoning all these persuasive means, 
too mud) was l^t to tte convictions of a naked and 
settled belief. 
. Emich of Hartenbttnz gradually resumed his rei- 

fuisive mien, and the effect of all that he had so late>- 
/ felt was lost in cold indifference to words that 
be did not comprehend. £ven young BercbthoM 
^i^ht the ^e of Meta less anxiously, and both the 
Knight of Rhodes and Monsieur haXouche gazed 
jistlessly towards the throng grouped before the 
railing of the choir. In this manner did the Iservice 
commence and terminate. There was another 
hymn, and a second exhibition of the power of 
music, thoi^h with an effect less marked than that 
which had been jH-oduced when the listeners were 
tiaken by surprise. 

Against a column, near the centre of the church, 
was ei^ected a pulpit. A monk rose from his stall, 
at the <Aom of the worship, and, passing through 
the crowd, ascended its stairs like one about to 
jidreach. It was Father Johai]i, a brother known for 
the devotedness of his faith and the severity of his 
opinions. The k>w receding forehead, thd quiet but 
glassy eye, and the fixedness of the inferior members 
of the face, m^ht readily have persuaded a phys- 
iognomist that he beheld s^ heavy enthusiast The 
language. and c^pinions of the preacher did not deny 
the expectations ^cited by his exterior. He painted, 
in strong and ominous language, the dangers of the 
sinner, narrowed the fold of the saved within meta- 
physeal andquestionable limits, and made frequent 
appeals to the fears and to the less noble passions 
of his audience. While the greater number in the 
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<d»R«h ikifi dhofi Itttemig hidifierendy, or ga^^ 
ut the iBomiments aad other rich deooratiotis of tl«b 
'{dace, a }Eaot of kindred spirits clustered aroand tbe 
pillar that supported the ^ceacher's desk, 4eefAy 
sympathizing ta all h» pictures of pain and deackai- 
tion. 

The riiarp, angry* and denuneiatoir address of 
Father Johan was soon ended ; and, as he r&^ntered 
the choir* the Abbot arose luid retired %o the clois- 
ters* foUowed by mosEt of the brotherhood. But 
neither the Count of Hartenbure, nor any of his 
tnun, seemed disposed to -quit the church so sooii. 
An airof expectation appeared, also* totletaiti most 
of those in the body of the buildnt^. A monk, to- 
wards whom many longing eyes nad been cast, 
jrielded to the general and touthing appeid, and 
quitting his stall, one of high honor, he took the 
place just vacated 1^ Father Johan. 

This movement was no sooner made, tfian the 
name of Father Arnoiph, the Prior, or the infime- 
diate spiritual covemor of the community, was 
buzzed among the pe<^Ie. Emich arose, and, ac- 
companied by his friends, took a station i^ar the 
pulpit* while the dense mass of uplifted and interest- 
ed feces, that filled the middle aisle, proclaimed the 
mterest of Ae congregation. The^ was that in 
the countenance and air of Father Amolph to justify 
this dain demonstratbn of sympathy. His «ye was 
mikl and benevoteit, his forehead frfl, pJacid, and 
even, and the whole character of his face was that 
of wmning philanthropy. To tfc^ influence of Ais 
general and benevolent expresiSion, must be add^ 
evident signs of discijdine, much thoijght, andinieisic 
hope. 

The spiritual part of such a man was not KIwfjr 
to bdie the exterior. His doctrine, like that of fte 
divine being he served, was charitable and fkA 
of bve. Though he qpoke of the terrors of j^Ag^ 
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mdB^ it wa» with grief rather than iirilh maiace; 
imd it was whea dWelliM oa the persuasive and 
:attira(^ire ctara€^ of utitb^ that he wag moat 
earaeft aad eloqMeat Agaia Bmich foAaid his secret 
JoteotioQS shakai, Md his frown rdaxedtogleam- 
ings of sympathy and intereist The eye.<^ tbe 
preapher met that of the stera banm, and> without 
.Bfiakiag ao alarm»% ebaage of imnner^ he contimt- 
ed» as it were, by a natural course of thought-r- 
** Such is th0 chijorch ia its purity, my hearers, let 
the errors, the passions, or the designs of man per- 
Tert it in wlMit manner they may. The faith I 
I^each is oi God, and it partakes of the~ godUke 
. qualkies of his divine essence. He who would im- 

Cte tfae^ sins of its mistdcen performance to aught 
t his erring creatures, casts odium on that whush 
•is instituted for hid own |;ood; and he who woukl 
, do yiolence to its altarsy lifts a hand a^unst a woii 
of omnipotence r ^ 

With these woi4s in his ears, Emich of Harlen- 
burg tqrni^ away, and passed mii^ingly up the 
church. «» 



CHAPTER IX 

" Japhet, I cttmoi mniwer iSbeeJ' 

Brsoib 

The Abbeji^of Limburg owed its existence and 
its rich endowments chiefly to the favor of an em- 
peror of Germai^. In honor of this great patron, 
an es^cial altar, and a gorgeous and elaborate 
tomb, had be^n erected* Similar honors had been 
also paid to the Qq^ints of Leiningen, and to certain 
otlj^r noble families of the vicmity. These several 
altars were in Wack marbte, reliev^ 1^ ornaments 
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of wUto, and th6 tombs wtre decorltted l^lik sodt 
heraldic devices as marked the particular races of 
the different individuals. They stood apart ^om 
those already described in the principal ^urch, in 
ft- sort of crypt, or semi-sabterranean cha{)d, be- 
neath iho. chcnr. Thither Count Emich held ins way, 
when he quitted the column against which he had 
teaned, whUe listening to the sermon of Father Ax- 
noi]^. 

The Imht of the iqpper <iiwrck had that softMbld 
melancholy tint, which is so peculiar and so orna- 
mental to a Grothic edifice. It entei^ throu^ h^h, 
narrow windows of painted ^ass, coloring aH Wimih 
with a hue that it was not difRoultfor the imamia- 
tion to conceive had some secret coimexion with ^ 
lM)ly character of the place. Hie d^th anil'ttfe 
secluded position of the chtipel i'endeml this h^t 
still more gloomy and touching in the crypt. When 
the Count reached the pavement, be felt its influence 
deeply, for few descended into that sdemn ahd hal- 
lowed vault without becoming sensible to the reli- 
gious awe that reigned around. Emich cros^ 
himself, and, as he passed before the altar reared by 
his race, he bent a knee to ihe mild and lovely fe- 
male- countenance that was there to represent tfie 
Mother of CSirist H&thousht himself alone, and 
he uttered a prayer; for, though Emich of Lein- 
in^en was a man that rarely coipmuiied seriously 
with God, when exposed to worldly and deriding 
eyes, he had in his heart deep reverence for his 
power. As he arose, a movement ^'Ins elbow at- 
tracted k look aside.

So saying, the Burgomaster pushed atead, afld 
was soon at the foot of the mountain of Limburg.

To us the clois- 
ters have ever appeaml pregnant with the poetry 
ef monkish existence, and> Protestant as we are, we 
never yet entered one without feehi^ the influence 
ef that holy and ommpOteoit power that is thought 
to be propitiated by conventiol seclusion* In Italy, 
the land of vivid thought and of glorious realities, the 
|iencil^ of the greatest masters have been put in 
P2 
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retfuisitidi to give the cloisters A rpild attraction, 
Wended with lessons of instruction, that are in strict 
ccmsoaance with their uses* Here are found some 
of the finest remains of Raphael, of Donienichino, 
and (rf Andrea del Sarto; and the traveller now 
enters vaulted galleries^ that the monk so fong paced 
in religious hope or learned abstraction, to visit lh€ 
-most prized relics of art. 

The dependant of Count Emich had no difficulty 
in finding his way to the place in question, for, ai 
usual, tliere was a direct commuAication between 
the cloisters of Limburg and the church. By dn- 
tering the latter, tmd taking a lateral dodr, which 
was known to lead to the sacristy, he found hitnsdf 
beneath the arcades, in the midst of the touching 
seclusion described. Against the walls were tablets 
with Latin inscriptions, in honor of tlifferent bro- 
thers who had been distinguished by piety and know- 
ledge; and here and there was visibte, in ivory oi'

Therems abo hazard' ia 
permittiag Goribtobto rxMtn to Hartenbyig, lor Ibe 
expectations and hostjie spirit oC the Abb^lnul been 
fib tmadviscMily, exposed tothe liind, as to r^der it 
certain he would mate what kadoocnned. It was 
desirable, too, to maintain ah amieanmce c^ c<h)- 
fidence^ although so little i»as rat; for Uie mook^ 
well kaiew, that next tot friendsbipy its apparent m- 
istence was of account m presenting the psual ex- 
pedients of open hostility* Agents were at Hddd- 
hurgf {pressing the Elector on a point of the lest 
concern to tte welfare of the brotherhood ; and it 
was particularly material that Emidi dbouM not he 
driven to any overt act before the result «f :thi9 
missicm was known. In short, these too littb powers 
were in a condition sin^r to ttot in vMeh -amie 
greater communities have been known to exifity in- 
stinctively alive to the opposing character of ^ their 
respective interests^ and yet tampering with the dt- 
nouement, because neitner was y^ prepared to 
proclaim all it wished, meditated, aiid\bQped to be 
able to attain. In the mean time, there was aa 4»- 
tensible courtesy between the belligerent parties, 
occasioaalfy obsenred by bursts of nattuml fediag, 
which, in politics, the world eaHs boohbmmie^ faut 
which wouM, perhaps, be better texmed by the 
frank deaiffnation of artifice. 

The AUbot was so much aiecustomed to this sort 
of politic reflection, th^ all these donsideratbOi 
passed befc^e hb mind in lass time than we have 
consumed in emmeratin^ them. Still ^e pause

Th& singotar indifference with which Gottlob 
heard his dbom, might have grren die Abbot motire 
(or reflection, had he not been so mudi occupied by 
other thoughts* As it was, the hind accompanied 
the larf brc^her without resistance, and indeed with 
Ibe manner of one who i^>peared to ^nk he was a 
gainer by this especial notice from the community 
^ Liniwrg. So natural and eaery was the air of 
Crottbb, as they took the directioi^ of a gloomy cor- 
ridor, that Father Siegfried began to believe he 
had empkyyred m agent whose mind, shrewd and 
peeler as it seemed at times, was in truth subject 
to mometits of more than usual knbecility and dull* 
ness. He placed liie cow-herd iii a ceU, pointed to 
a crucifix, its only article of ftimiture, and, without 
deeimttg it necessary even to secure the door, re* 
tired.

Mcmsieur 
Latouche is a gentleman that eometh from the cen- 
tal df Ktogfxancis itaolf^ and no later than this 
moming, be remarked on the neatness, and wealth, 
and other mattors of conndcrattonr tiiat make diem- 
selves apparent, even to the stranger, in thy weB- 
^v^emed and prosperous* borough.'* 

The^ Bm^omaster acbiowkdged the complimeirt, 
l^y a profoimd indinatioB and a gratified eye, for no 
ftktei^ is so palpable as not to meet a welcome 
with *thQse who labor for publk^ distinction ; and 
Bmich welt knew, that the pohce and order of his 
city were weak spots in Heinrich Frey*s humiUty.

Wbenalone, Emich again 
tbok Heinrioh Frey by the haiKl, and led bkn away 
into a part of the caatfe where none presumed to in- 
trude without an especial ^rand. Here he entered 
one of %Niie narrow rooms, which were devoted to 
Wret uses, and which was well termed a ekia^ 
being in eflfect h\A ^ttle larger and scarcely better 
lighted, than the straitened apartments to which we 
^ive the same appellation in these later time& 

Wh^n fairly protected from observation, and re- 
moved beyond the dancer (rf'ea¥e»-dropperaand spieif, 
the Count threw asidenis cloak, imbuekled his sword-' 
Jbelt, and assumed themanner of oneatbis ^se. The 
burgomaster took a seat on a stool, in deference to 
bis companion's raiJt ; while the latter, without seem- 
ing sensible of, the act, seated himself at his side^ in 
the only chair that the closet contained. Whoever

l^es, such a» the right of veiMitQg tfaeir wares m the 
market*plaee at unseasonable hours, whea the coo* 
renieace of the buigomasters would be much retti 
hy the concessioii; and other similar innovaticnu^ 
against which we must make a firm standi l^t th^ 
. come, in time, to invade our general auiliority ana 
cause an unnatural oonvid»on. Were we to give 
way to pretetisions so eJEtravagant, Herr CqudI, tbo 
town would come to general eonluaon ; <and the 
orderly and respectabte city of D^uckheim wodd 
justly merit to be compared ta the huts of those 
countries of which they speak in the dktant land of 
America, that hath so much, of late, given cause to 
writii^ and conversation. We n^, therefore, 
look to the exampfe set ; for we have busy enemies, 
who make tl^^most of the smallest indu^ences.

"Thinkest thou thus. Burgomaster? 'Twere a 
thousand pities that men of tried mettle i^ould do 
each other harm, for the benefits and pleasure of a 
commui^ty of: shaven Benedictines !

" 1 woiiU gtve.a wiirter's enjoyment of my clntses^ 
were^Friedric^ more sor^y pressed T exclaimed the 
County byinghis hsad again on the Bnivomastei^ 
]mee» MFhose cotmytenance he studied with a^ signi& 
cance that was not lost on his companion. ** I Bpeak 
merely in the manner of his heing driven to hiow 
bis true emd fastfiriends from those who are &Ise." 

Heiarich Fr ey remakied s^ent 

^ The>£lecior is a mild and ioving prince, but one 
aoreiy ridden W Rome ! I fear wj^ shaU never have 
a tranqu^ neighborhood, notwithstanding oor l<»ig 
forbearance, until the Church is persuadra to Iknit 
lis acBthority to its duties." 

The ey^Uds of the Burgomaster lowered^ as k 
migbt be in reflection. 

*' And chieilyyv Heinriefa, am I troubled lest my 
good and loving Deurckheimers iose this occasion 
to do themsekes right," continued the Coqnt, squee^ 
ing the knee he still grasped, until even the ccmsi- 
pact citizea flinched with the force of the pressure

This "cheap defence,** 
lifce the imfmortal Fal^aflT, who tvas not orfy ^tty 
himself, but the cause of wit in others, is the origin 
of a hundred sufBoie^ly eoi^ly habits, that lefn^e 
him who bear* the burthen bat little reason taesxii 
in its discoveiry. We recommend to all onej^ed 
^^onomists^ wKo^^ill retain any ftcitfat ii| thid wd- 
'knbwn opinion of the Bnglish orato4*, to read thit 
•letter in the Spectator, in which a city yobth relates 
' the mantier he is driven to vindicate his otvn resctn 
to his ftiir country cousins, wbo would fain rej«oa«4 
faim with an ungraceful disrespect of his' holidliy 
privii^es, by reminding them of -the caleulatioiis m 
nhfe inaividual who reftised to indtdge' ^ <$hee»- 
cake«, because 4hey brought with 'thepi «oi-ma^ 
other unnecessary expenditures. >- •< i-. 

But whether honors of the description juttfffluded 
to, do or do not form any portion of^^die ecoiiOBiiy 
of a nation, there is little; question b«rt fiftttem w

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suflfoiently clear, and an ambition so truly noble, as 
to look beyond the narrow and- vulgar barriers of 
buman. selfishness, and to regard truth as it came 
from God, without respect for persons and thin^ 
Except as they are the instnaments of iiis will It 
is certain that Heiaricb Frey bad little pretension 
to he one of this scrutiniidng and elevated class; for 
when he found himself fairly seat^ in the chair of 
^^Ihe Count of Hartenburg, with the noble himself 
IP'^Wandinfe bis sensations were like those which are 
felt by the philosopher of the other hemisphere, who 
is aothorized lo piit a rihhtm at his button-hole; — 
or the tradesman of this, who is elected to the 
cdmtnon-epuiK^il of his native city, after being ^un 
on bptb tickets.

Ktserving all of our venerable usages and laws, at 
st in such matters as touch the permanency of 
the welfare of those that may lay claim to have a 
welfare. I speak not now of the varlets who be« 
long, as it were, neither to heaven nor earth, beiiu^ 
condemned of both to the misery of iiousd^ and 
irresponsible knaves; but of men of scdbstanoe, that, 
like thee and thy craft, pay scot and lot^ keep bed 
and board, and are otherwise to be marked for iheir 
usefulness and natural rights; — and this brings me 
to my point, which is neither more nor less tmxT to 
say, that God hath created all men equal, and there- 
fore it is our right, no less than our duty, to see that 
Deurckheim is not wronged, especially in that part

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But in respect Ajo thewes and sinews, a primanr con- 
sideration with the smith in estimating thevalue of 
every man he saw, they were much inferior, as a 
body, to the townsmen, in whom orderly Uvin^, 
gainfal and regular industry, had permitted the am. 
mal to become developed. There was, however, a 
band of peasants, drawn from among the mountains, 
or inhabitants of the hamlet beneath the castle walls, 
who, thouffh less menacing in air, and bold of speech, 
were youths that Dietrich thought only requii^ the 
Deurckheim training to become heroes.

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mgd. .He looked about him, therefore, with grraiter 
serioustfiBss, in order to ascertain on whom he might 
rely, and the fine and collected deportment of Bercbt- 
hold Hintermayer ^ve him that sort of satisfaction 
ivhich brave men feel by communion with kindred 
spirits in the moment of danger. When every ne- 
cessary disposition was made, the party advanced, 
moving deliberately to preserve their order, and 
conscious that breath would be necessary in mount* 
ing the steep acclivity. 

rerhaps there is no time in which the ingequity 
o( man is more active, than in those moments^ when 
he has a sensitive consciousness of being wrong, 
and consequently a feverish desire to vindicate his 
works or acts to himself; as weU as to others. A 
deep conviction of truth, and the certainty of being 
right, fortifies the mind with a high moral dignity, 
that even disinclines it to the humUity of vindication* 
Thus he who rushes from a dispute in which his 
own convictions cause him to distrust his own argu- 
ments, into rash and general asseverations, betrays 
the goadings of conscience rather than spirit, and 
weakens tl^ very cause that it may be his wish to 
establish. An arrogant assumption of knowledge, 
especially in matters that our previous habits and 
education rather disqualify than teach us to compre^ 
hand, can only lead to contradiction and detection ; 
and although circumstances may lend a momentary 
and fallacious support to error, the triumph of truth 
is ascertain as its punishments are severe. Happily, 
Ibis is an age, in which no^ sophistry can long escape 
unscathed, nor any injury to natural justice go long 
unrequited. No matter where the wrong to truth 
bas been committed — on the throne, ot in the cabinet, 
in the senate^ or by means of the press — society is 
certain to avenge itself Tor the deceptions of which 
it has been the dupe, and its final judgments are re- 
corded on that opinion which lasts bng after the 
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^cious triumphs of the plaasrble arc forgotten. It 
-wore well that th^y who abuse their situations, by a 
reckless disregard of consequences, in order to ob- 
tain a momentary objfect, oftener remembered thisr 
fact, for they would spare themselves the mortifica- 
tion, and in some cases the infamy, that is so sure 
to rest on him who disregards right to attain an 
end. 

Heinrich Frey greatly distrusted the lawfulness 
of the enterprise in which he was engaged ; for, 
unlike his companions, he had the responsibiKty <rf 
advising, as well as that of execution, on his fiead.' 
He had, therefore, a I'estless wish to find reasons of 
justification for what he did; and as he marched' 
slowly across the meadows, with Berchthold anrf 
the smith at his side, his tongue gave utterance to 
his thoughts. 

<« There cannot be any manner of doubt of the 
necessity and justice of what we do to LimbiDn^, 
Master Hintermayer," he said; for men asualty 
affirm in all dubious cases with a confidence pre- 
cisely in an inverse ratio to- the distrust they feci of 
the rectitude of tlieir cause: — ^^'else why are w<5 
lere ?

TwE constsint moral sentinel that God bath set on 
watch ineVety ncwm^s bwairt, but which acts so ^f- 
ferently in different ci^outiyi^tices, though^ perhaps, 
In natiomlMon of humiliation aad ignorance does it 
ever entirety desert its trui^, is ^ire to imng- repent- 
ance with the senlse of error. It is vsaio-to say that 
this innate sentiment of trutli^ which we call cot*, 
science, is the mere resiftk of opinion and habits since 
it is even more apparent in the guitelesa and uo- 
trained child ^an in the most practised man, and 
nature has s^o ptainly set her mark ^pon all its workr 
ings, as to prove its identity with the fearful b^ng 
that forms the incorporeal part of otnr existence. 
Like all else that is good, it inay be weakened and 
perverted, or be otherwise abnsed ; but, like eveiy 
4hiDg that comes fi^m the same high source,., even 
amid these vicious change^ it will dnetam traces of 
its divine author. We look upon this unwearied 
monitor /as a vestige of that high conditicui fixnaa 
which the race fell; and we hoU; it to be beyond 
dispute, that precisely as men feel and admit its in- 
fluence do. utey approach,, or recede firom^ tfa^ 
originai condition of innoo^nce* 

The destriiction of the Abbey wais succeeded by 
most of those i^gns which attend all acts of violence, 
in degrees that are proportioned to previous habits.

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This sort of distinction, so isolated in defeat, and 
fiO social in prosperity^ is a species of revenge that 
■cocidty is very apt to take of all who pretend to be 
wiser or better than itself, by presuming to point the 
way in eases of doubtful expediency, or in presum* 
ing to lead the way in those that require decision 
and nerve. He ak>ne is certain <rf an unenvied 
reputation who, in preceding the main body in the 
great march of events, leaves no very sensible space 
between him and his fellows; while he alone can 
hope for hnpunity, who keeps so near his backers 
as to be able to confound nimself in the general 
mass, when singidarity brii^ comment and censure. 

H«inrich fully felt the awkwardness of his position, 
and, just then, he would gladly have comppunded 
for less of the fame acquired by the bold manner in 
which he had led the attack, in order to be rid of 
some of his anxiety.

" Get thee away, fellow; thou taikest of death aa' 
it were a joke. Do not the young go'tc* fheir graves 
as weil as the old, and are there net instances of 
thousands that have outlived their means ?

It is necessary to advance a few weeks in the 
order of time ; a change that will bring us to the 
middle of the warm and generous month of July. 
The hour was towards the close of day, and the 
place and scenery such as it is now our duty to de- 
scribe. 

. Let the reader imagine a high naked down, whose 
surface was slightly broken by iiTCgularities. Scarce 
a tree was visible over the whole of its bald face, 
though a few stunted shrubs betrayed the efforts of 
the earth to push forth a meager vegetation. The 
air was pure,Nthin, and volatile, and, together with 
the soft blue of the void, denoted a great elevation 
above the vapors and impurities which linger nearer 
to regions that lie on the level of the sea. Notwith- 
standing these never-failing signs of a mountain 
country, here and there were to be seen distant 
peaks, that shot upward into the fierce light, glitter- 
ing with everlasting frost. Along one side of this 
naked expanse, the land fell suddenly away, towards 
a Ions:, narrow, sheet of water, which fay a thou- 
sand feet below. The shores of this lake, for such , 
it was, were clothed with innumerable white dwell- 
ings,* and garnished with hamlets and vineyards, 
wfiile a walled town, with its towers and baftleraents, , 
occasionally darkened the shores. But these were 



objects scarcely to be seen, from the precise situa- 
tion Vhich we desire the mind of the reader to 
occupy. In the dlistant View, always in that direc- 
tion, one favorably placed might have seen a vast 
range of undulating country, stretching towards 
the north and east,1hat had the usual characteristics 
of a region in which Alpine mountains begin gradu- 
ally to melt into the plain. This region was beauti- 
fied with several spots of dark blue, resembling so 
many deep reflections of the skies, which were 
sheets of limpid and tranquil water. Towards the 
south and west, the\lown was bounded by a natural 
wall of rude and gray rock, that rose, in nearly all 
its line to the elevation of a mountain, and which 
shot up to a giddy height, near its centre, in two 
pointed cones, that, by their forms, coupled with 
other circumstances that shall be soon explained, 
had obtained the name of the * Mitres.' 

Near the barrier of mountain, and almost directly 
beneath these natural mitres, was a small village, 
whose houses, constructed of wood, had the wide 
roofs, numerous windows, and the peculiar resin- 
jike color of Swiss hs^bitations. 

The place was a hamlet rather than a village, 
and most of the land around it lay at waste, like ail 
that was visible for miles, in every direction. On a 
rising ground near the hamlet, from which it was 
separated merely by a large esplanade, or green as 
we should be apt to term the spot, stood one of 
those mazes of roofs, chimneys, and towers, which 
in that age, and indeed even now, mark a conven- 
tual pile. The edifices were large, complicated in 
their forms and order, and had been constructed 
without much architectural knowledge or taste ; the 
air of the whole being that of rude but abundant 
wealth. In the centre was a church, or chapel, 
evidently of ancient existence and simple origin, 
though its quaint outlines were elaborately decorated. 
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aft^r the fashion of the times, by a variety of after 
thoughts, and in a manner to show that means were 
not wanting to render the whole more magnificent, 
and that the fault of the qonstruction la^ rather in 
the first idea, than in any subsequent ability or incli-

The site of this hamlet and down was in the 
celebrated Canton of Schwytz, a small district that 
has since given its narlne to the heroic confederation^ 
that occupies so much of the country among and 
near the Western Alps. Its name was Eiosiatflen ; 
die monastic buildings belonged to a convent of 
Benedictines, and the church contained one of the 
shrines even then most in repute, after that of Loretto. 
Time and revolutions have since elevated our Ladj 
of Ernsiedlen, perhaps, to the very highest rank 
among the pilgrimajges of the CathoDc ; for we have 
lately seen thousancb crowding her altars, while we 
found the Santa Casa abandoned chiefly to the care 
df its ffuardiansy. or subject to the casual inspection 
of cunotis heretics. 

Having thus described the spot to which the scene 
is shifted, it is proper to refer to the actors. 

At a point distant less than a league from the 
hamlet, and on the side of the open down just xi\Gn- 
tioned, which lies next to the steep ascent from the 
lake of Zurich, and in the direction of the Rhine, 
there came a group of travellers of both sexes, and 
apparently of all ages, between declining manhood 
and vigorous youth. They were afoot, wearing the 
^arb and syml)ols of pilgrims. Weariness had caused 
them to lengthen their line, and they went in pairs, 
the strongest in front, the feeble and more fatigued 
in the rear.

At the side of the latter was a crone, 
whose mfirmities and age had enabled her to obtain 
the indulgence of an.ass, on wliich she was seated 
comparatively at her eatie ; tiioijgbi by a liceose thait 
bad /been winked at by the monk, her siKldie was 
encumbered with the scrips of most of the female 
penitents. In the rear of all came two males, who 
seemed to form a sort of rear guard to the whole 
party. / s 

This group was composed of the Prior and Emich, 
who led the van; of Heinrich, and Dietrich, the 
smith; of Gisela and Gottlob, with a youth and 
maiden from Deurckheim ; of Ulrike and Lottehenv 
of Meta and Use, and of M. Latouche and the 
Knight of Rhodes. These were the penitents <;lHJse!i 
to expiate the late offence to the majesty of God^ 
by prayers and mortifications before the shrine of 
Einsiedlen. The temporal question had been partially

^' It should be known to all Christians, and chiefly 
to the pilgi*im. I had thought thee instructed in

' " By the Magi! — ^t6 speak thee honestly, Father 
Amolph, the little fi'iendship which hath subsisted 
bet#€^n Limburg aflfd my bouse, had given a ctif-

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Request is reasonable, it shall be ^mv^xtd* I^teq^ 
then, Emich, and may the les$on profit thy spull 
During the reign of the illustrious and warlike Char- 
lemagne, who governed Gaii, with so much of our 
Germany and the country of the Franks, there liv^ 
a youth of the ancient family of Hohenzolkm, 
branches of which still possess princ^)aUtie9 and 
marches in the empire. The name of this learned 
and pious youth was Meinard. Early fatigued with 
the vanities of life, he sought a hermitage, nearer 
than this to the banks of that lake which we so Ute>- 
Iv crossed at Rapperscbwyl. But, overburdened by 
the number of the curious and pious who visited bis 
cell, the holy Meinard, after seven years of prayer, 
retired to a clear fountain, which must still run near 
yonder church, where another cell and a chapel 
were built for him, e3j)ressly by command of Hilde- 
^arde, a royal lady, and the Abbess of a monastery 
xn the town of Zurich. Here Meinard lived and 
here he died, filled with grace« and greatly blessed 
by godlv exercises." 

<nPather, had he a profitable and happy end, ki 
this wild region ?" 

•* Spiritually, nothing could have been more de^ 
siraWe ; temporally, naught more foul. He died bj 
the hands of vile assassins, to whom he had renderi- 
ed hospitality. The deed was discovered by means 
of two crows, who followed the murderers to Zu- 
rich, where they were taken and executed — at leas^ 
60 sayeth tradition. In a later age, the holy Meinard 
was canoniEed by Benedict Vlu. For nearly half 
a century, the cell of Meinard^ though in great re- 
quest as a place of prayer, remained without a ten- 
ant ; but at the end of that period, Beurun, a canon 
of tJhe. house of Burgundy, which house then ruled 
most of the country lar and near, caused the chapel 
and cell to be repaired^ replaced the image of the 
blessed Maria, and devoted his own life to the, her^ 
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milage. The neighboring Seigneurs and Barons 
contributed to endow the place, and divers holy meti 
joined themselves to the service of the altar, from 
which circumstance tfie shrine obtained the name 
of our * Ladv of 'the Hermhs,* its true appellation to 
this hour. It would weiary thee to listen to the tale 
of miracles performed in virtue of their prayers, 
even in that early and less gifted condition of the 
place; but its reputation so circulated, that many 
came from afar to see and to believe. In the process 
of time, a regular community was established, and 
the church thou seest Was erected, containing in its 
nave the original cell, chapel, and image of Saint 
Meinard. Of the brotherhood. Saint Eberhaud was 
named the Abbot'' 

" I had thought there was stiH higher virtue in the 
place !" observed Emich, whfen the Prior paused, 
and seemingly a little disappointed.; for your deep 
sinner as little likes a simple dispensation, as the 
drunkard relishes small drinks.

"which there exist so nice shades of distinctiont and 
in which truth is so difficult of discovery, it is our 
duty to limit ourselves to popular facts, and as such 
have wegiven the histoiy of Einsiedlen, its Abbe;^, 
and its Virgin. The opinion of leather Arnolph is 
the local opinion of our own times, and it is the 
opinion of tnousands who, even n6w, yearly frequent 
the shrine.

Albrecht of Viederibach laughed, as he intimated

the best of hia mtuatioo. He lautfhed, in Im tura, 
as the loose of princifJe make Ugnt of any misa^ 
venture that may happen to be the com^uence of 
their laxity of morals ; and, pressing each other, 6a 
Uieir several parts in the late events, the two pro- 
ceeded leisurely towards the spot where tte Irorir 
and Emich, as leaders of the party, had now coma 
to a halt We shall profit by the occasion to make 
some necessary explanations. 

We are too much accustomed in this Protestant 
country, to belfeve, that most of the piety of those 
who profess the religion of Rome consists in eiJ^ 
nals. When the great antiquity of this CSioti:^ 
shall be remembered, as well as the general ten- 
dency, in the early ages, to imitate the forms^ and 
habits of their immediate predecessors, it dK>uld not 
occasion surprise if some observances were retain- 
ed, that cannot very clearly be referred, either to 
apostolic authority or to reason. The promul^tion 
of abstract truth cfoes not necessarily infer a depar- 
ture from those practices which have become of 
value by use, even though they may not materially 
assist in the attainment of the great end. We have 
inherited many of the vestments and ceremonies, 
which are retained in the Protestant churches, from 
Pe^gan priests ; nor is there any sufficient motive for 
abandoning them, so long as they aid the decencies 
of worship, without weakening its real objects. The 
Pagans themselves probably deriv^ some of these 
very pradtices, from those whom we are taught to 
believe held direct communion with God, and who 
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snouLl have best known in what manner to render 
human adoration most acceptable to the nder of the 
univeise^ 

In this counti7» Catholicism, in its limited and 
popular meaning, is no longer catbc4ic, since it is in 
jso small a minority, as to nave no perceptible influ 
ence on the ppimons or customs of the countrf 
The outward^ ^mbc^s^ the processions, and all the 
peculiar ceremonies of the Romish Church are con- 
fined to the temples, and the eye rarely or never 
nneets any evidence of its existence, beyond their 
walls. But in Europe the reverse is altogether the 
case, more particdarly in those countries in which 
,the spiritual sway of the h^ad of the Church has 
not been interrupted l^ any adventitious changes, 
proceeding from political revolutions, or otner pow- 
erful causes. The orueifix, the spear, the cock, the 
nails, and the sponge, are erected at cross-roads, — 
chapels dedicated to Mary are seen near many a ^ 
spring, or at the sinmrnt d some weary mountain ; 
while the usual symbols of redemf|)tio9 are found 
scattered along the highways, marking the site of 
some death by accident, or the scene of a murder. 

In no part of the other h^msfbefpe are these evi- 
dences of faith and zeal more eommon, than in the 
Cathdic cantons of Switzerland. Hermitages are 
still frequent among the rt^ed rocks of that region, 
and it is usual to see near these secluded abodes a 
sort of minor chapel, that is termed, in ordinary 
language, a * station*! Th^se stations are so^ many 
tabernacles raised by the way-side, each c<Mitaintng 
a representation of one of tlie twelve sufferings ot 
Christ Tbe|V are met equally on the ade of Vesu- 
vius, overlooking the glorious sea and land, of that 
unequalled country; among the naked wastes of tte 
Apennines; or buried in goigeous gi*oves ; as acci- 
dent may have determined their location. In some 
of the valleys of Switzerland, the» little tabernades 
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dbt the moontain side for miles, indicating by zig« 
zag lines, and white walls, the path that lead^ {nm 
the village beneath to some ^rine, that is perh^x 
perched On the pinnacle of a naked rock, or wKch 
stands cm a spur 6f the nearest range. 

'Ihe shrine of Einsiedlen possess^ the osual num- 
ber of these tabernacles, stretching aloi^ the path 
that comrnunicated with the Lake of Zurich. Ther|r 
were designated in the customary manner; each u- 
luding to some one of those great personal affi^ 
tions that preceded the crucifixion, and each bi^f^ 
sentences of hciy writ, to incite the piods to ftSfo- 
tion. Here the pilgrims ordinarily commenced iie 
worship peculiar to the place, aim it was here that 
the Prior now awaited his compapnions.

As 
for Use, none was more exact than she; and, we 
may add, none iiu>re ostentations. 

*'Hast bethouffht thee, Dietrich, to say an extra 
word in behalf of the ^neral interests?' deorianded. 
Heinrich, while he patietitly awaiited the removal of 
the other, from before Uie last tabernacle, in order

«I cry you mercy, honorable Heinrich and ex- 
cellent brother Pilgrim; the wish is reasonable, and 
it shiitt be perform^/' 

The smith then counted off his rosary, making 
place for the Burgomaster as soon as lie could con« 
veniently get through with the duty.

of the: Snow," on: the Rhigi, or wend their jmnj 
among rooky and giddy pat&, seeking or retwang 
from some othet shrine. We know of no #i^^ 
of human worship that is. more touching or MP^ 
sive than this. The temple is t&e most magnkest 
on earth, the air is as limpid as mountain lomnts 
and a high r^on can bestow, while sound is con- 
veyed to^ the ear, in its clearest and most dislinet 
tones, aided perhap by the echoes of dells that am 
nearly uhfiitbdihafile, oir of impentdihg masses that 
appear to prop die skies^ Long before the par^ is 
seen, the ear announces its approach by the nerasic 
ci the prayers; for music it is in such a place, the 
BOtes! altemating regdarly between the deep bus 
of the male to the sSvery softness: of the femak^ 
▼<Bce. 

Such was now the efiect produced by the advance 
of our party irom the Palatinate. Father Amdph 
gave the lead, and the powerful lungs of Hekaricb 
and the smith, though much restrained, uttered the 
wcotls in tones impressively' ^eep and audible. The 
response of die women wais tremulous, soft,- /and 
aoothinff. In this manner did they proceed for a 
mile, when they entered the street of the hamlet 

An express had announced to the community of 
Einsiedlen the approach of the German penitents 
By a singular perversion of the iMjimble <ioctrine6 
of the founder of the religion, far more importance 
was attached to the expiations and oflerings of 
princes, and of nobles of high d^rec, than to those 



'^^h pr6ceeded from sources that t^re believed to 
be meaner. All the dwellers of the hamlet, there- 
fore, and most of the others that frequented the 
'riirine, were abroad to witness this expected pro- 
gression. The name of Bmich was whispered from 
ear to ear, and many curious eves sought the form 
of the powerfbl b^ron, under the guise common to 
Hie whble jiarty. By general consent, after much 
specrfation, the popular opinion settled on the per- 
son of the sMfth, as on the illustrious penitent; a 
distinction which Dietrich owbd to the strength of 
hia lungs, to some advantage in stature, and par- 
ticnlarly to the zeal which, as a hireling, he thought 
it juist to throw into his air and manner. 

Amdng the other traditions that serve to give ti 
popular celebrity to the shrine of our Lady of this 
Hermits, is one which affirms that, on an o<3casion 
•It IS unnecessary to relate, the Son of God, in the 
fbrm of tnan, visited this favored shrine. He is 
said to have assuaged his thirst at the fountain 
which flows, with "Swiss purity, and profusion, before 
the door of the building; and as the clear element 
*" has been made to run through different metal tubes, 
'ft is a cuistom of the Pilgrims, as they arrive, to 
drink a hasty swallow at each, in order to t)btain 
the virtue of a touch so revered. There was abo 
a plate of silver, that had nriarks which were said 
*to have been left by the fingers of Jesus, and to 
these it was the practice to apply the hand. The 
former usage is still universal; though modem cu- 
pidity has robbed the temple of the latter evidence 
:of the reputed visit, in consequence of the value of 
the metal which bore its memorial. 

Amolph hailed at the fountain, and; slowly making 
fts circuit, drank at each spout. He was followed 
by all of his companions. JBut he passed tlie silvt^

The ancient church of EinsiedleQ {for the buadi|^ 
has 9ince been replaced by ano^er itfitt larg^ aad 
more magnificent) had b^ rmsed aroimi thft^ jpot 
where the c/ell of Saint, Meinard origiaaUy atqoi 
The chapiel renuted tp have beea coi»aeera^ bjr 
anffels* was in tms revered cell, and the wluM^jileod 
in me centre of the, mom modeni edifice. £t was 
small, in com{)arisoQ with the pile which held it, but 
of sufficient size to admit of an officiating jn^esl, 
and to QOfitaio Koaqy rich ^ferings of the pioes^ 
The whol^ was encased in marUe, blackened bf* 
time and the exhalatioBs of lan^ps ; while the fipoot, 
and part of the sid^, permitted a view of die iBto- 
rioTf thrix^h <^nii^ that were proteoied by gra- 
.tii)gs cjuripusly and daborately wrought 

fn the farther and dark extremity of this spicied 
chapel, were the images of the Mother and CbSbL^ 
.Their dresses, as is usual at all much* worshipped 
idirinea^ were loaded with precious stones and fm^ 
of gold. The face of eacn bad a dark an4 bronzed 
color, resemUinff the complexion of the far east, 
but which probably is a usace connected with the 
association of an origip and destinv that are simer- 
hqmant The whole was illuminated by strong %hts, 
in lamps of silvei>gilt^ and the effect, to a ismd in- 
disposed to doubt, was impressive,, and of a mgs^ 
larly mysterious influence. Such was ihe ahrlaa of 
our Lady of the Hermits at the time c^ our <ate, 
and such it continues to be to this day, with some 
.immaterial additions and changes, that are ii^ore the 
results of time than of opinion. - , • 

We have visited this reysfcart of CathoUp devotion 
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m that efovatod region of hSi and frost,* have stroil^ 
«d» near the clofb of day, mmong its numeroos and 
decorated chapels; have seen the bare-kneed pea* 
sant of the Black Forest, the swarthy Hungarian, 
^.gUUttrfng^ved PkdoKmteae, and Uie fair4iaired 
Gerniabt the Tyroiese, aad the Swiss, arrive, in 
eroopsy wearied and fi>ot-soTe; have wished them 
orink^ with holy satisfaction at the several spouts, 
Hud* hayin; foUowed them to the front of the altar, 
have womferedtit the statue-^like immovahiiity with 
whtcb they bure remained kneeling, without change 
ing their gaise from that of the unearttdy lookmg 
image that seetned. to engross thdr souls. Curiosity 
Jed us to dbe q»t iakioe* and at no mam«it of a pil* 
grknageJn foreign lands, that has now extended to 
yeatSr do We remembec to have felt so compfetely 
severed fftm all to which we were nK>st accustom- 
ed, as at that hour. The groups arrived in scores, 
aiid» without panfiii^ to e^hange a ffieeting, with- 
out thought of Jodging or rest, each honied to the 
shrine, whece he semed embodied with the stone 
gf the pavement, as, with nveted eyei and abased 
fUMif l^ murmured the first prayers of expiation 
hefyr^ the image of Marj^-^r-jBut to rdtum to the 
narrative. 

Fbr the first hour after the arrival of the expected 
p^rimt of Deuroldmm, nal'asiffn of recognition, 
^ of graee, was manifested in me convent The 
efficiim came and wei^ as if none but of common 
character macb their expiations ; and the fixed eye 
and swarthy £»te of tte image seemed to return 
eachsteadygaie,whh supernatural thtni^uiUity^ At 
Jength ArmMk {irbse, andv as if bj^ movementi were 
watched, a :bdl rang in a d/itant aisle; A lateral 
door, ,wU»h cdmnuviicated wHh the conventual 
buildinff^ opesied„ and the y/vhoie brotherhood issued' 
tturough it into ^ body of the church. Amdp^t 
imHMiatalyknfteled again, aiiif by a sign, com 
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manded bis conDpftiB<imf to mmv^in lbe«r pfaicmiL 
Thou^ grievoudy wearied with itbiwr positioo*^ Ae 
inan com{4ied, but oehber of the femkle^ bad yk 
stimd. 

: The Benedictines ot Eiamodlen ofitered the ehureh 
in the order that has been already 4lesortt)ed in th 
processioQs of Limbui^ Tbe jmiior monks cam 
first, aad the dignttariefi last Iii ihal age» tii^ 
Abbot waa comnunify of a noble aad mei^iC, and 
soHietimes of a.T»*incely house; for, in maintainiag 
its influence, th&.Gburch has rarriy beto known to 
overlook the agency of tbote (pinions and pn^ndice^ 
that vulgarly exist amoi^ inen. In every case, 
nowever, tbe prelate who presi^d ovpr this favored 
community^ possessed^ in virtue of his^oflk^ tbiTlat- 
l^r temporal distinctioh; being created a imtred 
Abbot and a Prince of the ^npife, on the day df 
his coBsecratidn^ 

. During the tA&w advance of the long line of monte^ 
that now drew near, the shrine^ tberd Was a chant 
in the loft, and the deep -organ accomf^nied tihn 
word^ on a low key. Even Albrecht and tia» Abb6 
were much impressefl, while. Emicbfairhf tremUedi 
like one that had unwittingly committed -hitiis^ i^ 
the hands of his enemies. 

The head of tbe trafai swept round the little 
chapel, and passed with measured sti^ hehm the 
pilgrims. The Prior and tbe femdles <^y pray^ 
the more devoutly^ but neither the Comast nor 4m 
Burgomaster coirid prevent thoir truant ey^ fi^om 
^vatchii^ the movement Dietricli, Iittie schooled in 
his duties, fairly arose, and siaiod.xi])eating revi^* 
ences to the whole^mtermtyt as it passed.- ' Wbm 
tM close drew near, Emich endeav<»«d locatdh a 
glance of the Abbof » ejres, hoping to exoUuq^e one 
Qf those se^^ret signs^ cf courtesy, /n^h wlucfa:the- 
lmtiated,'in ever}'^ class of Iife» know how to exproa^ 
their sympathies. To his confusietn^ and.sHghtiy ta 
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fcis imcmiiiciss, he saw the wdf-known countenance 
of BonifodiR, atthe skte of the dignitary ivho pre- 
jided over tlife tn^therhood of Einsiedlen. The 
slances: of these ancient and seemingly irreconci- 
table rivals, were such as might have been antici- 
pated* That of Bonifi^cius was replete with religious 
prkby^nd «t nMeiiftmcint that was at least moment- 
«rfly gratified $ though it still retained glimmerings 
of conscMus defeat ; while that of £mich was 
ierce, MortHMi and alarmed, alt in a moment. 

But the traib ifwept on, and it was not long ere 
Ihemume afinoimced the presence of the procession 
in the choir. Then Amoroh again arose, and, fol- 
1oD<^ by all the pil^ms, he drew near to listen to 
die it^sptn. After tne prayers, the usual hymn was

we are to have many opposing expedients, all of 
which wiQ be equally wed pondered and concocted 
1^ ke^ in truth, and to exclude error. 1%is preten- 
sbn of high euthori^, and of close exactions to 
maintain purity of doctrine,, and what we deem 
truth, is well, as the jurists say, quoad hoc; but 
touching the general question, I do not see its virtue. 
Now tMt men enlist with passion in these spiritual 
discussions^ we may look to see various modifica- 
tions <tf the Church, all of which will be more or 
less buttressed by human expedients, as so many 
preservatives of truth.; but when the time shall 
come that countries and communities are divided 
amoi^ themsdves on these subtleties^ look you, ex- 
cdlent Rudiger» we may expect to shut in as much 
eiEor by our laws and establishments, as we shall 
shut out I fear heaven is a goal that must be 
reached by a general mediation, leaving each to 
give fiuth to the minor points of doctrine, according 
to his habits and abilities.^

. The. social character of a Benedictine commu- 
nily.has been mentioned in one of the earfier, chap- 
ters. . That of Einsiedlen, though charged with the 
ijvorship of altars especially favored, formed no ex- 
ception to the general rule. If any thing, the num. 
ber of distinguished pilgrims that frequented its 
shijne^ rendered it liable to more than usual demands 
on its hospitality ; demands that were met by a suit- 
able attention to the rules of the broti^rhood. Even 
Loretto hss its palace for the entertainment of such 
princes as can descend from th^r thrones to kned 
in the * santa casa ;' for policy, not to speak of n 
more generous motive* requires that the path should 
be smoothed to those devotees who are unaccustom- 
ed to encount^ difficiames. In conformity with the 
ruje of their order, then, though dwelling in the se- 
cluded and wild region already describSl, the fra- 
temity of our Lady of the Hermits, had their Ab- 
botts abode, their lodgings for the stranger^ and tteir 
stores of cheer, as weH as their cells and their reli* 
giou» rites. 

It v^as about three hours after the interview re- 
lated in the last chapter — a time that brings us near 
the turn of the night — that we shsll return to the 
narrative. The scene is a banqueting-hall, ch*, to 
4spcak in more measured phrase, a private refectory, 
in which the princely Abbot was wont to entertain 
those in whose behalf be save; sufficiwit reasons to 
exercise more than ordinary attention and favor. 
There was no great show of luxury in the, ordinary 
decorations of the (dace, for a usdess display erf* its: 
means formed no part of the system of a conanu^ 
Q2 
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miy that chiefly existed by the liberali^ of the pioos. 
Still the hall was as well arrai;^B^ as comported 
with the rude habits of the age, in that seclucfed re- 
gioQ-^habits that consulted the sobslantial portion 
of human enjoyments far more than those elaborate 
and cfleminate inventions, which use has since mh 
dered nearly indkpetisable to later generations, xho 
floor was of tile, not very nicdy poKshed ; ttie waBi 
were wainscoted in datk oak ; and the ceiling fai^ 
a rude attempt to represent the supper riven at the 
marriase of Cana, and the miracte of the wine. 
Notwithstanding it'was midsummer, a cheerful fire 
blazed in a dmnney of huge dimensions ; the size 
c^ the apartment and the keen air of the mountaan 
rendering such an auxiliary not only agreeable, but 
necessary. The board was spacious wad well eoT- 
ered, oflerinff a generous display of those heahlifid 
and warm ttquors, which have so long given tfie 
Rhine additional estimation with et^ry travefler of 
taste. 

Aropnd the table were placed the Abbot, and bis 
unhoused peer, Bonifaoius ; a fiivorite or twa of the 
community of Binsiedlen ; with Ehiieh, the Kni^ 
of Rhodes, the Abb6, Heinrich Prey, and the smi^ 
The former wefipe in their ustfiftl conventual robes; 
while the brttttr were c^nfoewded, so fer as extemab 
were concerned, in their dresses of pilgrims. Wet*" 
rich owed his present advantage altogether to Ae 
fortuitous circumstance of being found in so good 
company, ^vested of the usual distinguishing majrfa 
erf his rank. If Bonifacius was at al dware of hk 
character, iudiffer^ee or policy prevented its ex- 
posure. 

Had <me been sudd^ fetroduced to tfiis mid- 
night scene, he would scarce have recognized the 
weaiT penitent and the reproving churchman, in the 
}dvial cheer and boon companion^p of the hour. 
The appetite was already moit? than satisfied, and 



many a ^ass had been quaJSTed in hffnfyr of both 
hosts and guests, ere the precise moment to which 
we transfer the action of the tale* 

The princely prelate occupied the scat of honor, 
as became his high rank, while Bonifacius was 
seated at onf^ elbow, and the Count of Hartenburg 
at the other. The great consideration due to the 
first, as well as his personal character and mild 
manners, had served to preserve all outward ap- 
pearances ^f amity and courteous intercourse be- 
tween his ndghbors, neither of whom had as yet 
suffered the slightest intimation of their former 
knowledge of each other to escape him. This polite 
di^riicity, which we have reason to think is of very 
ancient origin, and in which Albrecht of Viederbach 
and Monsieur Latouche assisted with rare felicity, 
aided in curbing the feelings of their inferiors, who, 
beii^ le^s trained in the seemliness of deception, 
might oAerwise have given vent to some of their 
bodilv pains, by allusions pf an irritating and ques-

, " Thou findest our liquors palatable ?** courteous-, 
ly observed the Abbot, as we shall, par exceBence^ 
now dis^nguish him of Einsiedfen. " This of the 
silver cup, pometh from the liberality of thy late 
Elector, who had occasion to send votive offerings, 
in behalf of the illness of one of his family, to our 
XjSiiy of the Hermits, and who had the grace to 
accompany the memorial to , the convent treasury 
by this sign of private regard ; and that thou Seem- 
est most torelish^ is a, neigH)oi:ly boon from our 
brother of Saint Gall, than whom more ffenerous 
churchman does not wear a cowl Thou knowest, 
son, that the matter of good wine hath long been 
the subject of especial care with that thriving bro- 
therhood." 

"Thouoverratest my knowledge of history, prince* 
ly Abbot," returned &nicb, getting down the glass, 
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bowevery in a manner to show that his fkmilidnty 
with good liquors might safely be assumed •* We 
of the lower countries waste but little time on these 
studies, trusting chiefly to those who dwell at Ibe 
universities for the truth of what we hear, ff be 
of Saint Gall dispenseth much of this goodly licnior, 
certes it were well that our spiritual guarouans 
sent us, on occasions, to make our pilgrimages in 
ihat jegion, which cannot be far from this, unless 
my geography is greatly in fault" 

"TTiou couldest not liave better divined, hadst 
fliou been a doctor of Wittenberg, or of RcMne 
itself! Ck>nsidering our mountain jpaths, and the 
insufficiency of the bridges and other conveniences, 
it may require two suns to urge a beast fropi our 
convent gate to that of our brother of Saint C^ 
though, on emergencies, we have succeeded, by 
means of faithful footmen, in getting tidings to thdr 
ears within the day and ni^ht Saint Gall is li 
wealthy and well-bestowed Abbey, of very ancient 
existence, and of much repute as the haven of let- 
t,ers, during the darkest period, learned Bonifacius, 
of , our more modem times; though the late increase 
of its town, and the growing turbulence of the times, 
have not permitted it to escape, with impunity, bcm 
the dangers that now beset all of Rome.** 

This was the first allusion which had been made 
to the events that had so singularly brought the 
present company together; and, but for the address 
and self-command of Bonifacius, it might have 
brought on a discussion that would not have proved 
agreeable. 

"Saint Gall and its merits are unknown to none 
who wear the frock of Saint Benedict,** he said, 
with admirable composure. "Thou hast well said 
that its walls were, for many ^ges, the sole prb- 
tectors of learning in our Europe ; for without the 
diligence and fidelity of its Abbots and brotheriiood» 
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ifUK^h Ihft^ is now preserved and prized woidd have 
been irretrievably lost to po^rity and to ourselves."

** Thdt is a point I shall not hastily decide," re- 
turned Bonifaoius, smilin|;. ** It mlty be so, for we 
have aecoudts of so^ discord, between Saint Gafi 
and others even of the^ Chinrch, touching the usek 
and qualities of their wines.*' 

"That have we, and right faithfully recorded!" 
rejoined tl» Abbot. ** There was the war between 
the Frkice Bishop of Basle and our brethren of 
Saint Gall, that led to sore contentions and heavy 



" How j did the desire to partake, nrge our Rhenish 
prelate to push adventure so far, as to come this 
distance in qpesi of liquor?" 

" Thou art in error, son- pilgrim, concerning the 
nature of Saint Gall's stores, iVe have vineyards, 
it is true, among Ibese mountains, as witness those 
on the shoF^ of the neighboring kke of Zurich, as 
well as others that might be named ; but our country 
wines will warm the fak>od of peasalst only. He 
that hath tasted better, seldom fills his cup vritb 
ttquor that comes from any re^on this side the 
^rther>border of Swabia— yoor vines of the Rbein^ 
g^u in specialty; whereas the territories of Saint 
UaU lis still faither from those favored countries 
than we ours^ves.^'! 

, " Ypu have n^d to exptain, pincely Abbot ; for 
that the Baslois shoidd come in our dilution, in' 
(|uest of good liquor, is etear 'dnongh, wherefas the 
^ar you ha vov named, would have sent him fiiirther 
from his object." 
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<< Thou hast mi come bitber» son, without mark- 
ing the course of the Rhine, en whose banks thou 
bast so k)ng joumeTod. This great rtream, though 
^ turbulent and dangerous among the mountaiss, 
is of much use in pTocuriiig^our supjrfies. By meam 
of the lake of Constance, and the lower river, h^vy 
burthens arrive at the very territory of our ^ster 
Abbey; and the dispute to which then^ has been 
allusion, came of the fact that the right reverend 
j)relate of Basle would fain have demanded tdl on 
the purchases of the Abbey. Thou mayest r^oem- 
ber, brother," looking towards Bonifeciu^ "that 
yihen both were tir^ of Uows, the good Bidiop 
sent to derixand * What the Virgin had done, that 
the churchman above should slay her people V and 
that he received for a merry answer the question 
oC * What has Saint Gall done, that thou i^uldest 
stw his wines?' " r 

The listeners laughed, in low simpers, like oiea 
amused with this characteristic narrative; for such 
jincidents w€^e yet too recent to excite much other 
reflection, even amons churchmen, than what was 
connected with the vdgar temporal interests of the 
incident

"Not more so, I trust, oobly-bom Emich^ than 
beeometh one on a pilgriinage; and one who halh 
need to bethink bini of his duties^ test, his town 
should have cause to reproach him with negligence," 

"God's truth, Master Borgon^aster ! If any here 
have reason Jo. bethink them <k Deurckheim, it is 
the citv's 8oy^rei|p and lord* So cheer up,'~aiid 
tet us Ughten the load we carry, always under the 
iavor aiid good traces of this bospitable and wett- 
.endowed brotheniood*" 

" Thou art a servitor of the cross V* demanded 
the Abbot of Albrecbt of Viederback, beckoning 
the Kni|;ht to come neajrer. 

« An mdifierent one, princely and pious Rudi^r, 
and, I might say^one that hath yielded to the seduc- 
tions of con^pany and good fellowship, tiot to a)eak 
ot the. force of blood; €i§e would he have oeen 
spared this escpiation." 

"Nay, I name not thy pursuit with the intent to 
reproach ;" interrupted the courteous prelate. " Sudi

Though both io th^r feveral ways were irascibly 
violent, and uuaccustoiiied to control, neither Emfch 
nor Bonifacius waswantiE^ iq that iqpecies of self- 
coromand, which is so necessai^ to men intrusted 
with the earn of important mterests* They had 
early learned to brii^ feeling more or less in subjeo- 
tk>n to their policy ; ^nd tho^ ncA qi:^ eqpjal to a 
xiM and man&gsd display of indtSerence on such 
-sujtgects as too close^ crossed thisir viewsi it re- 
i^pured a oerjtain combination <if ezcitem^it to induce 
either, unnecessarily, to bettHy his. true emotions* 
Their pe^rsooal intercourse had, m consequence of 
this affected moderatk>ii, been less vident and 
wrangling, than woidd otb^rnrise have proved, for 
U did not often happen that botb found thcimselves 
wrought up to the point of e:zpbsion, precisely at 
the same instunt; and he that happenea to remain 
the coolest, stood as a check on^ the passbns of him 
who had mooaentarily foi^otlen af^aranoes. But 
for this fact^ the 31-timed and iU^worded question of 
ihe CoiHit mi^ht have produced an inunediate rup* 
tare^to die iiQuiy^ the pilgrims' interests, ttnd to 
the greiMt scandal of the brotherhood of Einsiedlen ; 
as it was> howev^, Benifacius lii^ened with outward 
QOurtesy, and atiswered more like one that remem-* 
bered his priestly office than his particular injuries.

It may not be easy 
for one ediK^ated in these laterdays, to underatand 
the singular contradiction, which ted Emich of Har- 
tenburg, the destroyer of Limburs, thus to aitreat 
a monk; but he who would propeny understand his 
character, must remember the auTaUli^ of impres- 
fik>ns maib in youth, the dread mvst^ that is at- 
tached to the unknown future, and, most of aD, the 
flagrant inconsistencies, that are always thefhHta 
df a struggle between principles and interests, — W 
tween the force of reason ami the desires of setfish- 
ness.

At this interruption Bonifacius, who saw a 8toi:m 
gathering, gladly arose, and instantly withdrew, the 
rest dropped off, according; to their several condi* 
tions ; iSmich and his cousm letirmg with the Idsure 
of men more accustomed to make others wait, than 
1^ hastemng their mov^nents to the injury of their 
own convenience* 

After perusing this scene, we admonish the reacter 
to spare ms remarks, iHitil the subject has. been wdl 
pondered in his mind. In portraying what past in 
the private refectory of the convent of our liady o( 
the Hermits, we wish to ctmvey no censure on any 
particular persuasion, or sect, or order of Christiansr 
iait simplv to exhibit the habits and o{Hniona of the 
age in which the individuals of this legend existed. 
Let those who are disposed to be hypercritical, or 
censorious in their remarks, coolly look around them, 
and, first making the necessary allowances for the 
new aspects of society, put the question, whe&er 
contradicUons a9 apparent, inconsistencies nearly as 
irreconcileable with truth, and selfidmess almost aa 
gross and as unjust, is not now manifest equally 
among the adherents of Rome, and the prosdytes 
of Luther, as any that have been here represented. 
We may claim to have improved on the <^inions and 
practices of our predecessors, but we are still At- 
from being the consistent and equitable creatures 
that, it ia to be hoped, we are yet destined to become. 
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CHAPTER XV. 

AnbifG the expiations prescribed to the pilgrims 
of Deurckheim and Hartenburg, there had been in- 
cluded an especial and early morning service, the 
c»]e to which they were now summoned. Time had 
been allowed the weaker portion of the party to rest, 
while the strong^ had been employed in the man- 
ner described in the preceding chapter. Certain 
self-inflicted stripes it was taken for granted had 
been duly bestowed, at different periods, during the 
hsng journey from the Palatinate. 

It was an hour after the separation of the abbey 
guests that the procession of Benedictines swept ouf 
of the cfoisters into the body of the church. Tftough 
far from being a community remarkable for the aus- 
terity of its practices, it was not unusual for monks 
of ah orders, to quit their jpallets on extraordinary 
occasions, and to break the stilhiess of night wim 
the music and service of the altar. When tne spirit 
comes thus fresh from repose, and in a disposition 
suited to the object, into the immediate presence of 
the Deity, incense and praise so free from the dross 
of humanity, must come nearer to that high purity 
which adorns the worship of angels than any other 
that can ascend from man, since it is at such a mo- 
ment that all least feel the burthen of their corporeal 
adjunct 

Even in the daily parochial duty, the good Catho- 
lics still pbserve a uniformity and rigidity of prac- 
tice that are unknown even in this land of Puritan 
orimn. The church-bell is heard in every village, 
wim the first dawn of light; at indicated hours, aD 
within hearing of its sound are admonished to recall 
their thoughts from earth, by addressing a prayer to" 
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God^ and with the dose of day, the flock is once 
again summoned to the foldf at the service of ves- 
pers. These are beautifid and touching memorials 
of our dutiesy and when practised in siaeerity, can- 
not fail to keep the mind in better subjection to the 
great authority that directs all our destinies. lo 
countries where the husbandmen dwell together m 
villages^ the practice is easy, and we hold its kss to 
be one of the greatest disadvantages of our own 
difiuse distribution of rural pcM|)ulation ; a distribu- 
tion which is also the reason why we must for ev^ 
be wanting in sevei'al other features of social inter- 
course, that give to life more or less of its poettciJ 
charm. Happily there are» on the other band^^ ac- 
companying advanta^ that perhaps more thao 
serve as o%ets to this, as to roost other sin^ar 
anomalies in our usages. 

The arrangements of a Benedictine chapel, and 
the decorations of its altars, together with tlie man- 
ner in which the brotherhood occupy their stalia in 
the choir, have been too oflen mentioned in these 
pages, to require repetition. Long accustomed to 
these exercises, the monks were early in their places, 
though they for whom the mass was to be said were 
not all as punctual 

Ulrike and Lottchep, with the rest of the females, 
entered the church in a body, while the men, as is 
usual in matters that touch the finer feelii^, were 
the last . Emich and the Burgomaster, however, 
finally made their appearance, followed by their 
companions, the whole betraying by their drowiqr 
air, that they had been endeavoring to' sleep off tiie 
late repast,, and to recover from their fatkue* 

During the mass, the companions or Lottchen 
and Ulrike exhibited exemplary devotion, and a 
close attention to the service ; but the gaping <^ the 
Count and his circle, the.wanderii^ eyes, and 
finally the profound repose of several suflScien^Iy 
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showed that the ethereal piirt of thdr natures was 
altogether unequal fo the mastery of that which 
was material. 

There was a procession from the choir to the 
shrine, and prayers were said, as on the previous 
day, with the eyes o( aD riveted on the unearthly 
conntenance of Maria. As each was left to judge 
for himself of the manner in which he discharged 
his particular duties, there was a very sensible dif^ 
ference in the time occupied by the several devotees, 
in the performance of the common vows. The 
females appeared to be embodied with the stone, 
and there were entire minutes during wUch their 
motionless forms would have seemed to be as in- 
animate as the image on which they gazed, but for 
the heaving of a breast^ or an occasional tremor, — 
outward and visible signs of the workings of the 
apirit within. Meta kneeled between her mother 
and Lotlchen, her whole soul apparently engros^ 
in devotion. As she studied the bright eye that 
gleamed upon her from the depths of 3iat mysteri- 
our chapel, Siuminated as it wks by ^geous ami 
bright lamps, her fancy transformea the image into 
a teing saintecT and blessed by the choice of God; 
and her own gentle spirit clung to the delusion, as 
one replete wim a hope to cheer her own desolation. 
She thought of the future, and of the grave ; of the 
rewards of the just, and of Eteiaven; of that endless 
eternity and its fruition in which she confided, — and 
the ties of earth began sensiUy to lessen. There 
was a holy desire to be at rest But, notwithstand- 
ing the spiritual nature of her employment, the 
form of BerchthoM, gay in the green mrb of a 
forester, with laughing eye, light step, and cheeiful 
voice, mingled in aH the pictures of her imagination. 
Now he appeared a saint, robed and bearded, as 
she had been wont to see those^hdy men represented 
in works of ar^, and y4t, by a e^imadictioii wrought - 
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by her osfii hearl, a^wayv Iniffbt ftad youlMii; 
and now she thoi^bl him gifted with wkif^ aad 
united to the beings of that heavenly choir« whioh 
had 80 inany representative^ aroi|nd her snspefided 
between the roof and the pavement of the edifica^ 
^i^lar as it may seem to some of our readers, m 
busy and so alkirii^ waa th^working of her iam^ 
nation at this thrilluig moment^ thc^t the mouniBitf 
and afiectiopate^ giri bad rarely spent an hoar <? 
more hoij eqjoyment, than tbb wmch she passed 
before the shrine of our Lady of the Hermits. 

Very diflSbrent were the sensatioaa ci LoOchea 
Her gpriefs were those in winch the fancy had ae 
is^re. She wept for the obild to which i^ had 
given birth ; for the stay of her age» and for the 
pride of her Ufe. No fancy could betray the imaoi*- 
nation of a mother, nor could any worlinga <^ me 
mind convert the sad reality into afij^ht but the bit- 
ier truth. Still Lottchen kiund oonsolatioa in hfif 
prayers* Retigious faith was active, thodgh iouigi* 
nation slumbei^ ; for nothing can be more diflbrent 
than the ddusiooe of the one^ and the deep sustained 
convictions of the other; and she was able to find 
a solace forJber sorrow, by looking with csdmt CShria- 
tian hope beyond the intereats of Jifo^ 

The sentiments and feelings of Uhake difiered 
firom those of her friend» oiAy in the degree, and in 
the peculiarity of tbcxse drcumstanees whieh^dir 
rected her maternal sc^eitude to a stitt livine object 
But Ulrike, kind, true, and warm of heart, had tea* 
derly regarded the Iqat Berchthold Had there been 
np other motive thaa the ftct of his being the pff> 
spring ol Liottchen, she couU n6t have bem uidif* 
fereat to him ;. but, accustomed, as she had been for 
y^rs, to ](OQk forwaed to his union wkb Meta, she 
folt hk loss little less than Ae wmM have momrned 
oner that of a child of her owui.

eat; but the Burgomiaster \md not passed a life in 
llie indcdg^bee of a pasttion so engrossing, and si> 
iocunible, as the Iov6 of gam^ readify to cast aside 
all his intentiona and objects, at ^ impulse of a 
purely gefteroas feelihg. He would freely have 
given of bis beloved stoi^esrio the youth.; but to be* 
stow Meta was, in his ejws, tb bestow all, and, un^ 
der his habits, il seemed to be giving gold without 
an equivalent, to eive hia daughter's ^sM to a pen- 
niiess husband. There ars some who aeeumulate 
for the advantages that are faicidenfal to wealth t 
others hoard- unmr the ffoadihgsof an abstract and 
hearlr inexplicable pasdon ; v^ile anothei^ set heap 
torelfier their means, m boys rott up snow, vrith a 
denght in witiiessing how large a masa may be col- 
lected by their agency. Heinrich was of the latter 
class, siib^ti however, t6 a' i^shibr the general 
results of weahh, andHh^ alt men M^deem mo^ 
hey aisr ah end and not as a n^iealis, he was in the 
practice 6f considering the li»t Measure of his pdi-^ 
cy, which was intended to trouble the stock by th« 
marriage of his daughter, as the happiest and the 
greatesft stroke of a fortunate and prosperous life. 
And yet Heinrich Frey had his moments of strong 
Batiu4l feeling, and the manneJr in which Meta 
mourned for the death of Berchthotd touched him, 
te a degree that might have dispo-^ bim to say he 
regretted the fate of his young lieutenant, as much 
on her account as on bis^own. It is more tiian prob^ 
able, however, could SerchthoM have been suddenly 
restored to life, that the Bui^master would have 
returned to bia former mode of thinking, and would 
have thought the resuseitatioh of the youne foresleir 
sufficient, of itself, to assuage the grief of u whole 
family.

From time to time, he was said 
to wind his horn. The hounds were near, obedient 
as usual to his oaii^ and indeed the vision was de* 
scribed as partaking of most of the usual accompa* 
niraents of the daily exercise of the forester. 

Had the tale encbd here, it might have passed off 
among the thousand other similar wonderful sights, 
that were then related in that woncfer-loving cocm^ 
try, and been forgotten. But it was. accompanied 



with po6tfi?e circumslaiices, that ^ddresMd them* 
9eive% in a manner not to be disputed, to the gena ei^ 
The two favorite hounds of the forester had been 
missing for some weeks, and, from time to time, 
cries resemblir^ theirs were uneqaivocaliy heard, 
ringing among the arches of the forest, aiid filling 
the echoes of the mountains. 

This extraordinary confirmation of the tale of the 
boor, occmred the week preceding the ceCum of the 
pilgrims.
